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THE  ALLOCUTION  OF  THE  ACTING  SOVEREIGN 

GRAND  COMMANDER 


To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Kite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

Today  we  meet  in  the  historic  City  of  London,  historic 
in  the  progress  it  has  made  as  one  of  the  leading  cities  of 
our  fair  Dominion  and  historic,  Masonically  speaking,  be¬ 
cause  in  1868,  when  the  first  three  Scottish  Rite  bodies  in 
Canada  were  established,  London  was  one  of  them. 

If  those  far-seeing  leaders  of  the  London  bodies  of 
eighty  years  ago  could  witness  the  progress  that  has  been 
so  steadily  made,  they  would  feel  that  their  efforts  had  not 
been  in  vain. 

As  Acting  head  of  the  Order  it  is  my  pleasure  and 
privilege  to  welcome  you  to  the  74th  Annual  Session  of 
Supreme  Council. 

It  is  twelve  years  since  we  last  met  in  this  beautiful 
city  and  those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  present  on 
that  occasion  will  recall  what  a  profitable  and  happy  gather¬ 
ing  it  was.  The  hospitality  of  our  London  hosts  is  a  very 
pleasant  memory,  and  we  are  anticipating  an  equally  en¬ 
joyable  gathering  on  this  occasion.  We  are  much  indebted 
to  the  members  of  the  various  committees  for  the  very  com¬ 
plete  arrangements  made  for  our  comfort  and  entertain¬ 
ment. 

Today  we  meet  under  a  heavy  shadow.  We  mourn  the 
loss  of  our  late  leader,  M.'.P.’.Bro. ‘.Douglas  Gordon 
Mcllwraith  33°,  who  in  February  was  struck  down  with 
tragic  suddenness.  No  words  can  measure  his  contribution 
to  the  Rite.  His  work  is  his  memorial,  for  on  his  high  office 
he  left  the  mark  of  excellence. 

Supreme  Council  was  well  represented  at  the  funeral 
service,  held  in  MacNab  Street  Presbyterian  Church.  Many 
came  from  a  great  distance,  but  our  jurisdiction  is  so  vast 
that  it  was  impossible  for  all  to  attend. 
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THE  ALLOCUTION 


It  is  fitting  that  we  should  pause  in  our  opening  session 

to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  late  lamented  leader. 

It  has  been  requested  that  the  Scripture  lesson  which  I  read 

at  the  service  should  be  repeated  here.  This  will  be  followed 

by  a  prayer,  which  I  have  asked  the  Grand  Prior  to  prepare. 

*  *  *  Ill.  Brethren  will  you  accompany  me  to  the  Altar. 

“Jesus  said ,  I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life:  he  that 
believeth  in  Me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live : 
and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  Me  shall 
never  die. 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled:  ye  believe  in  God,  believe 
also  in  Me.  In  My  Fathers  house  are  many  mansions : 
if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare 
a  place  for  you. 

Lord ,  Thou  hast  been  our  dwelling  place  in  all  generations. 
Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  Thou 
hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even  from  ever¬ 
lasting  to  everlasting,  Thou  art  God.  For  a  thousand 
years  in  Thy  sight  are  but  yesterday  when  it  is  past, 
and  as  a  watch  in  the  night.  The  days  of  our  years  are 
three-score  and  ten ;  and  if  by  reason  of  strength 
they  be  four-score  years,  yet  is  their  strength  labour 
and  sorrow ;  for  it  is  soon  cut  off  and  we  fly  away.  So 
teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may  apply  our 
hearts  unto  wisdom : 

Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  according  to  His  abundant  mercy  hath  begotten 
us  again  unto  a  lively  hope  by  the  Resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ  from  the  dead,  to  an  inheritance  incorruptible, 
and  undefiled,  and  that  fadeth  not  away,  reserved  in 
heaven  for  you. 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this 
mortal  must  put  on  immortality.  So  when  this  cor¬ 
ruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to 
pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up 
in  victory.  0  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  0  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory? 

The  sting  of  death  is  sin ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law. 
But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved 
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brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  unmovable,  always  abound¬ 
ing  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that 
your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

I  beheld,  and,  lo,  a  great  multitude,  which  no  man  could 
number,  of  all  nations,  and  kindreds,  and  people,  and 
tongues,  stood  before  the  throne,  and  before  the  Lamb, 
clothed  with  white  robes,  and  palms  in  their  hands; 
and  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Salvation  to  our 
God  which  sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb. 
These  are  they  which  came  out  of  great  tribulation,  and 
have  washed  their  robes,  and  made  them  white  in  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb.  Therefore  are  they  before  the 
Throne  of  God,  and  serve  Him  day  and  night  in  His 
temple:  and  He  that  sitteth  on  the  throne  shall  dwell 
among  them.  They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither 
thirst  any  more;  neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them, 
nor  any  heat.  For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of 
the  throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto 
living  fountains  of  waters:  and  God  shall  wipe  away 
all  tears  from  their  eyes.” 

Our  late  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  the  closing 

paragraph  of  his  last  allocution  used  a  quotation  from  the 

Bible  and  with  it  I  closed  the  reading  of  the  Lesson  at  his 

funeral  service.  It  is  as  follows : — 

“I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven  saying, 
Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  He 
will  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  His  people; 
and  God  Himself  shall  be  with  them  and  be  their 
God.  And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from 
their  eyes;  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death, 
neither  sorrow  nor  crying,  neither  shall  there  be 
any  more  pain,  for  the  former  things  are  passed 
away”

When,  as  now,  sorrow  darkens  our  lives 
help  us  to  look  up  to  Thee,  remembering  the  cloud  of 
witnesses  by  which  we  are  compassed  about.  And 
grant  that  we  on  earth,  rejoicing  ever  in  Thy  presence, 
may  share  with  those  of  our  dear  ones  who  have  gone 
before  the  rest  and  peace  which  Thy  presence  gives. 

0  God,  may  our  present  loss  make  us  deeply  sensible  of  the 
shortness  and  uncertainty  of  human  life.  Let  Thy 
Holy  Spirit  lead  us  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all 
our  days:  so  that  when  we  have  served  Thee  in  our 
generation  we  may  be  gathered  unto  our  fathers,

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OFFICIAL  VISITS 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Illustrious  Grand  Secretary- 
General  for  his  good  offices  in  compiling  the  following 
record  of  visits  made  by  our  late  M.’.P.’. Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  prior  to  his  death. 

“Our  late  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.’.P.*. Dr. 
Douglas  G.  Mcllwraith  kept  a  very  complete  diary  and  from 
this  we  have  gathered  the  following  information : 

On  September  22nd-25th,  1947,  Bro. ’.Mcllwraith  ac¬ 
companied  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General  attended  the 
Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.A.  at  Cincinnati.  He 
speaks  in  his  diary  of  the  very  warm  welcome  received  and 
of  the  excellent  work  done  at  the  meeting. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  fact  that  Ill. ’.Bros. ‘.A.  L.  F. 
Cook  33°,  Major  R.  L.  Loyd  33°  and  Major  Sir  Thomas 
Lumley-Smith  33°  were  in  attendance  representing  the 
Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales. 

Six  new  Active  Members  were  crowned  and  one 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  Honourary  Members  coroneted. 

On  October  17th,  1947,  Ill.*. Bro. ’.Mcllwraith  attended 
the  100th  Anniversary  of  The  Lodge  of  Strict  Observance 
No.  27  at  Hamilton.  There  was,  as  might  be  expected,  a 
very  large  attendance  and  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
was  given  the  privilege  of  introducing  the  Most  Worshipful, 
the  Grand  Master,  Ill.’.Bro.’.T.  H.  Simpson  32°,  who 
presented  “gold-braid”  regalia  to  the  officers  of  the  Lodge 
and  delivered  an  inspiring  address. 

From  October  20th-24th,  1947,  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  accompanied  by  Ill.’. Bro. ’.H.  M.  Dunlop  33° 
and  the  Grand  Secretary-General  attended  the  Biennial 
Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.A.  at  Washington,  D.C.,  this  being 
Bro.’.McIlwraith’s  first  visit  to  the  Southern  Jurisdiction 
since  1939.  A  very  cordial  reception  was  given  our 
brethren  by  M.’.P.*. Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  H. 
Cowles  33°  and  “all  his  brethren”. 

Grand  Commander  Cowles  invested  our  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  with  the  highest  honour  in  the  gift  of  his  Supreme 
Council,  receiving  him  as  an  Emeritus  Member  of  Honour. 
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The  Canadian  delegation  witnessed  the  presentation  of 
the  18th  Degree  by  Evangelical  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  also 
witnessed  the  investing  with  the  rank  and  decoration  of 
Knight  Commander  of  the  Court  of  Honour,  Masters  of  the 
Royal  Secret  who  had  been  elected  to  receive  this  rank.  The 
ceremony  was  conducted  by  the  officers  of  Dalcho  Con¬ 
sistory  of  Richmond,  Va. 

Our  delegation  also  had  the  privilege  of  attending  the 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  for  U.  S. 
A.,  who  conferred  their  degrees  on  a  class  of  one  hundred 
on  Thursday  afternoon. 

Nearly  five  hundred  members  including  ladies  and 
guests  attended  their  banquet  in  the  evening  and  our 
brethren  were  very  warmly  welcomed  by  Prov.  G.  M.,  Ill.*. 
Bro.h  James  H.  Brice  38°  of  New  York. 

October  28th,  1947, — It  had  been  the  intention  of  Ill.*. 
Bro/.McIlwraith  to  attend  the  60th  Anniversary  of  the 
Windsor  Bodies,  but  professional  duties  detained  him  and 
he  was  ably  represented  at  this  meeting  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.J.  A. 
Simpson  33°,  Deputy  for  Ontario;  Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  H.  Cunning¬ 
ham  33°;  Ill.‘.Bro.*.C.  M.  Dent  33°,  Commander-in-Chief 
of  Moore  Consistory  and  Ill.’.Bro.’.J.  H.  Cuddie  33°,  Assist¬ 
ant  Grand  Secretary-General. 

The  Annual  Fall  Reunion  of  the  Hamilton  Bodies  was 
held  from  November  3rd  -  7th,  1947.  Ill.*.Bro.\Dr. 
Mcllwraith  attended  all  three  and  participated  in  several  of 
the  Degrees.  His  diary  reports  excellent  work  on  large 
classes,  although  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter  meeting  was 
saddened  by  the  tragically  sudden  death  of  Ill.*.Bro.‘.R.  J. 
A.  Curry  33°,  Past  M.*.W.\S. 

In  attendance  at  this  Reunion  was  Ill.’.Bro.\C.  R. 
Sayer  33°,  Commander-in-Chief  of  Manitoba  Consistory 
and  three  of  his  officers,  Ill.*. Bros. *.W.  S.  Archibald  32°,  J. 
D.  McKinlay  33°  and  David  Griffith  33°.  There  were  other 
notable  visitors  from  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia  and  the  United 
States.  Eloquent  and  timely  addresses  were  delivered  by 
111.*. Bros. ‘.Howard  B.  Moore  33°,  Rev.  Lynn  Harold  Hough, 
D.D.,  33° ;  Charles  R.  Sayer  33°  and  Very  Wor.  Bro.  Joseph 
J.  Evans. 

In  the  diary  only  brief  reference  is  made  to  the  extend¬ 
ed  trip  enjoyed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  his 
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party  through  Western  Canada  in  1947  prior  to  and  follow¬ 
ing  our  Annual  Session  in  Calgary.  We  know  he  intended 
to  speak  at  some  length  on  the  visits  he  made  at  that  time. 
He  was  much  impressed  with  the  very  large  attendance  at 
the  meetings  in  all  the  cities  visited  and  time  after  time 
spoke  in  glowing  praise  of  the  wonderful  reception  tendered 
him  and  the  members  of  his  entourage.  At  his  request, 
Mrs.  E.  B.  Thompson  prepared  a  very  complete  report  of 
the  trip,  which  was  printed  and  copies  sent  to  the  Presiding 
Officers  of  all  the  Bodies  visited  during  the  trip  and  also 
copies  to  all  of  those  making  the  trip.  The  expense  of  print¬ 
ing  and  distributing  this  booklet  was  borne  by  Dr. 
Mcllwraith  and  some  of  the  other  brethren  of  the  party. 

We  sincerely  believe  that  the  Western  brethren  who  so 
carefully  planned  and  carried  through  the  receptions  in 
their  various  Valleys  felt  amply  repaid  for  the  work  they 
had  done,  through  the  inspiration  they  received  from  the 
addresses  made  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  P.\ 
Bro.*. George  E.  Bushnell  33°  of  Detroit,  representing  the 
Northern  Jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.A.,  Ill. ‘.Bro. \R.  L.  Loyd 
33°,  representing  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  others.  From  letters  received  following  our 
visits  it  would  appear  that  considerable  impetus  was  given 
to  the  work  of  the  Rite  in  Western  Canada.” 


Since  assuming  my  present  office,  it  was  my  privilege 
to  attend  the  Reunion  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  May 
4th,  at  which  time  I  was  received,  along  with  a  fine  repre¬ 
sentation  of  Members  of  Supreme  Council. 

On  May  6th  I  attended  the  Reunion  of  Moore  Consist¬ 
ory,  when  three  Degrees  were  splendidly  put  on  by  out-of- 
town  casts  —  a  clear  indication  of  the  Province-wide  in¬ 
terest  in  the  Consistory. 

Ottawa  Reunion,  March  lst-3rd.  I  was  represented  by 
the  Grand  Chancellor. 

Barrie  Reunion  (Lodge  of  Perfection),  April  21st,  I 
was  represented  by  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.T.  K.  Wade  33°,  Grand 
Captain  of  the  Guard.  He  was  accompanied  by  Ill. ’.Bros.*. 
Geo.  Paton  33°,  H.  L.  Martyn  32°,  T.\P.‘.G.\M.‘.Adam  F. 
Smith  32°,  Past  M.’.W.’.S.*. ;  A.  Mackenzie  Matheson  32°, 
Prelate,  and  A.  J.  Barber  32°,  Master  of  Ceremonies. 
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Guelph  Reunion,  May  llth-12th.  Ill.hBro.'.G.  F.  Kings- 
mill  33°,  represented  me. 

North  Bay  Reunion,  May  17th-18th.  The  Illustrious 
Grand  Chancellor  represented  me. 

All  these  Reunions  were  reported  as  being  very 
successful. 

Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  April  28th.  I  had 
the  honour  of  attending  Grand  Chapter  and  conveying  to 
that  body  of  Masonry  the  fraternal  greetings  of  Supreme 
Council  and  all  the  members  under  its  jurisdiction.  I  also 
attended  the  Grand  First  Principal's  Dinner  on  April  27th, 
at  which  time  I  was  one  of  the  speakers. 

Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
On  July  21st  I  had  the  honour  of  representing  Supreme 
Council  at  the  opening  session  and  also  at  the  Grand 
Masters’  dinner  held  the  same  evening.  The  various 
sessions  were  characterized  by  a  large  attendance  of  very 
enthusiastic  brethren. 


FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

The  Illustrious  Grand  Chancellor  has  prepared  a 
splendid  report  and  to  it  I  only  wish  to  add  that  the  late 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  received  from  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  the  Argentine  an  invitation  to  attend 
the  celebration  of  their  90th  Anniversary,  to  be  held  in  the 
latter  part  of  September,  1948.  A  tentative  acknowledg¬ 
ment  having  been  made  some  months  ago,  I  instructed  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  to  write  and  explain  that  the  date 
of  their  meeting  was  so  close  to  our  own  that  time  and 
distance  prevented  our  sending  a  representative. 

Requests  were  received  from  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Spain,  in  exile,  also  the  Supreme  Council  of  Egypt,  with 
which  we  felt  unable  to  comply.  With  respect  to  these 
matters  I  beg  to  report  verbally. 

Generally  speaking,  world  conditions  have  been  such  as 
to  render  it  well  nigh  impossible  to  conduct  foreign  rela¬ 
tions  on  the  high  level  of  pre-war  years.  Unless  and  until 
conditions  enable  us  to  render  real  and  practical  Masonic 
assistance  to  our  brethren  in  less  favoured  lands,  it  would 
seem  advisable  to  avoid  making  any  meaningless  motions.

While  it  is  our  unquestioned  duty  to  make  the  beautiful 
teachings  of  the  Rite  available  to  all  truly  interested  Craft 
members,  the  large  number  of  applications  being  received 
imposes  upon  the  officers  and  members  of  the  various 
bodies  a  special  duty  and  responsibility,  to  screen  very 
carefully  all  those  who  seek  to  join. 

Remember : 

“ Not  by  their  size  measure  we  men  or  things. 
Wisdom,  with  eyes  washed  in  the  fire, 

Seeketh  the  things  that  are  higher” 

OXENHAM. 

It  is  also  a  duty  and  responsibility  to  see  that  all  new 
members  are  not  only  made  welcome  but  are  assigned  some 
work  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

As  there  would  appear  to  be  a  fairly  wide  difference  of 
opinion  with  respect  to  permitting  local  brethren  to  take 
their  degrees  at  a  Reunion,  I  suggest  that  a  small  committee 
be  appointed  to  make  a  study  of  this  matter.  Such  a  study 
would  entail  a  careful  analysis  of  records,  to  ascertain 
whether  there  was  any  difference  in  the  attendance  of  those 
who  received  their  degrees  at  Reunion  time,  as  compared 
with  those  who  received  theirs  spread  out  over  some  months. 
The  study  might  very  well  also  reveal  why  such  a  small  per¬ 
centage  of  our  members  attend  with  any  degree  of  regu- 
lartiy.  There  must  be  some  reasons,  and  the  discovery  of 
them  might  prove  of  lasting  benefit  to  oui  Order. 
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NOTICES 

The  secretaries  throughout  the  jurisdiction  are  to  be 
complimented  on  the  steady  improvement  that  is  evident  in 
the  preparation  of  notices.  A  well  arranged  summons,  in 
keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  Rite,  is  essential. 

A  number  of  Valleys  indicate  clearly  that  their  notices 
must  be  treated  as  confidential.  I  recommend  that  the  prac¬ 
tice  be  made  universal.  It  is  unnecessary  to  observe  that 
after  they  have  served  their  purpose  notices  should  be  either 
put  away  carefully  or  destroyed. 

Some  of  the  secretaries  have  adopted  the  practice  of 
indicating  the  dates  of  meetings  in  other  Valleys  and  espe¬ 
cially  Reunions.  This  is  a  splendid  service  and  provides  an 
opportunity  to  those  of  our  brethren  who  have  occasion  to 
travel  extensively  in  our  far  flung  jurisdiction  to  visit  with 
the  brethren  of  other  Valleys. 

Some  years  ago  a  plan  was  worked  out  under  which 
members  who  moved  to  other  Valleys  but  did  not  affiliate 
would  receive  notices  of  meetings  held  in  their  new  sur¬ 
roundings.  This,  it  would  appear,  has  not  produced  the 
desired  results.  In  one  Valley,  where  over  420  notices  were 
sent  out  regularly  to  local  residents  who  are  members  of 
other  Valleys,  less  than  5%  so  invited  ever  responded.  On 
the  basis  of  experience  the  number  of  such  notices  has  been 
reduced  to  approximately  300.  It  might  be  well  to  poll  the 
secretaries  on  this  matter  and  obtain  their  opinions  with 
respect  to  the  whole  problem.  We  cannot  afford  to  let 
brethren  who  move  from  one  place  to  another  feel  that  they 
are  not  welcomed  by  the  brethren  of  the  city  of  their 
adoption.  On  the  other  hand,  is  there  any  useful  purpose  to 
be  served  in  continuing  to  send  notices  to  brethren  who  do 
not  respond?  Were  it  not  too  great  a  task,  a  personal  visit 
by  a  member  of  a  special  committee,  set  up  for  that  purpose 
in  each  local  body,  might  accomplish  much  more. 


EASTER  CEREMONIES 

Some  years  ago  I  ventured  a  suggestion  with  respect  to 
tabulating  the  attendance  at  Eastertime,  and  the  figures 
developed  have  proven  both  interesting  and  informative. 
I  now  suggest  that  these  figures  be  broken  down  as  between 
urban  and  suburban  members;  otherwise  a  Valley  with  a

preponderance  of  out-of-town  members  would  appear  at  a 
disadvantage  when  compared  with  a  large  urban  centre.  I 
further  recommend  that  attendance  be  also  expressed  per¬ 
centagewise. 


OUTSIDE  MEETINGS  UNDER  SUPREME 
COUNCIL  AUSPICES 

With  respect  to  meetings  or  banquets  held  in  hotels, 
clubs  or  rented  halls,  I  beg  to  recommend  that  the  use  of 
Masonic  titles  be  dispensed  with.  The  single  and  all  in¬ 
clusive  title  “Brother”,  should  be  ample  and  is  not  capable 
of  being  misunderstood  by  non-Masons  who  happen  to  be 
present.  It  seems  unnecessary  to  observe  that  Masonic 
titles  were  created  for  use  in  lodge  rooms  simply  to 
designate  the  office  held ;  they  can  be  of  no  possible  interest 
to  non-Masons. 


HONOURARY  INSPECTORS-GENERAL 

From  time  to  time  the  question  of  making  greater  use 
of  the  Honourary  Inspectors-General  has  been  discussed, 
and  some  progress  has  been  made  in  a  number  of  the 
Provinces.  However,  the  problem  is  an  unsolved  one  so  far 
as  approximately  70%  of  the  Scottish  Rite  membership  is 
concerned.  It  is  recognized  that  the  matter  needs  careful 
thought  and  consideration.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that, 
if  the  solution  were  a  simple  one,  the  problem  would  have 
been  solved  years  ago. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  many  Honouraries  feel 
that  they  are  limited  to  a  rather  narrow  field  of  service ;  the 
Actives  on  one  side  and  the  current  officers  on  the  other — 
with  the  result  that  all  too  frequently  their  interest  dwindles 
and  their  effectiveness  is  lost. 


When  a  brother  is  coroneted  an  Honourary  33°,  it  is  in 
recognition  of  his  proven  ability  and  his  worthiness  for 
higher  honours.  He  is  told  in  general  terms  that  both  his 
powers  and  his  responsibilities  have  been  measurably  in¬ 
creased,  but  when  is  he  instructed  with  respect  to  his  en- 
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larged  powers,  his  increased  responsibilities,  his  new 
duties?  A  large  proportion  of  them  are  past  presiding 
officers,  but  they  do  not  appear  to  operate  as  a  group,  as  do 
the  Past  Masters  of  a  Craft  lodge.  Under  no  circumstances 
should  they  be  allowed  to  vegetate;  rather  should  they  be 
assigned  duties  that  will  keep  them  both  interested  and  em¬ 
ployed.  This  would  also  afford  an  opportunity  to  study 
their  fitness  for  higher  office,  because  from  this  group,  and 
this  group  alone,  must  come  our  future  Active  Members. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  highly  important  matter  be 
remitted  to  a  small  committee  for  careful  study  and  con¬ 
sideration.

assistance  given  me  by  all  three. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  for  very  many  years  the 
head  of  the  Order  was  resident  in  Hamilton  and  therefore 
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readily  available,  and  for  the  Headquarters  staff  to  sud¬ 
denly  have  to  deal  with  someone  at  a  distance  meant  a  dis¬ 
tinct  and  abrupt  change  in  operation.  For  their  intelligent 
and  hearty  assistance  and  their  many  kind  offices,  I  desire 
to  record  my  very  deep  gratitude. 


ANNUAL  CHURCH  SERVICE 

A  number  of  Valleys  have  reported  the  holding  of  an 
annual  Church  Service,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Rite,  and 
they  are  to  be  commended  for  their  initiative  in  so  import¬ 
ant  a  matter.  In  a  country  preponderantly  of  the  Christian 
faith,  it  is  fitting  that  from  time  to  time  we  as  Masons 
should  make  public  acknowledgment  of  our  unswerving 
belief  in  a  Supreme  Being,  and  this  can  best  be  done  by  join¬ 
ing  together  in  public  worship. 


CONCLUSION 

So  much  has  been  said  and  written  about  so-called 
“secret  societies”  that  we  owe  it  to  ourselves  to  make  it 
abundantly  plain  that  our  belief  in  God  is  no  secret ;  rather 
do  we  proclaim  it.  True  Masonry  is  not  a  religion ;  it  is  a 
philosophy  of  life — but  a  philosophy  that  blends  perfectly 
with  any  religion  that  acknowledges  a  Supreme  Being.  In 
these  days  of  unrest,  suspicion  and  distrust,  when  certain 
nations  repudiate  the  existence  of  a  living  God  and  base 
their  whole  thinking  on  crass  materialism,  it  is  high  time 
that  we  who  think  differently  should  proclaim  our  views, 
lest  by  our  silence  we  permit  others  to  infer  that  we  too 
have  lost  faith  in  and  no  longer  worship  God.  Let  us  make 
it  abundantly  clear  to  the  whole  world  that  the  centre  and 
soul  of  Masonry  is  a  belief  in  the  living  God. 

The  proponents  of  new  and  untried  forms  of  govern¬ 
ment,  the  disciples  of  new  ideologies,  the  followers  of  the 
“share  the  wealth”  idea — which  really  means  putting  a 
discount  on  hard  work  and  thrift — all  of  them  are  vocal  to  a 
degree  and  at  the  same  time  unremitting  in  their  efforts  to 
make  converts.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  approx¬ 
imately  90%  of  the  young  people  of  today  hear  only  one  side 
of  the  story — a  theory  that  would  have  them  believe  they 
can  get  something  for  nothing,  by  electing  a  governing  body 
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which  will  undertake  all  sorts  of  services,  social  and  other¬ 
wise,  entirely  free  of  charge.  No  one  ever  tells  them  that 
the  only  funds  a  government  has  at  its  disposal  come  en¬ 
tirely  from  the  people,  in  the  form  of  taxes.  The  fact  that 
in  the  final  analysis  the  people  must  pay  is  rarely  if  ever 
mentioned.

This  poses  the  question — why  do  those  of  us  who  believe 
in  democratic  principles  of  government  remain  so  strangely 
inarticulate  ?  Why  do  we  not  make  it  our  business,  season 
in  and  out,  to  assert  the  benefits  of  democracy?  Why  do  we 
not  shout  from  the  housetops  what  our  priceless  privilege  of 
democracy  cost  our  forefathers,  both  in  blood  and  treasure  ? 
W e  talk  a  lot  about  the  extirpation  of  ignorance ;  well,  here 
is  a  special  and  historic  opportunity  to  translate  into  action 
some  of  the  things  we  profess  to  believe. 

Surely  the  four  freedoms,  of  which  we  have  heard  so 
much  in  recent  years,  constitute  an  imperishable  heritage 
that  is  now  in  our  keeping,  a  trusteeship  which  involves 
keeping  faith  with  those  who  preceded  us,  as  well  as  thoso 
that  follow.  We  should  welcome  every  opportunity  to  broad¬ 
cast  the  value  of  true  liberty  and  we  should  deem  it  a 
privilege,  rather  than  an  enforced  duty. 

I  like  to  think  of  Masons  as  a  people  set  apart,  to  play  a 
part,  a  people  who  readily  accept  the  responsibilities  placed 
upon  them  by  the  Divine  Creator.  Never  since  the  world 
began  has  there  been  so  great  a  need  for  leadership,  such  as- 
Masons  can  give,  as  at  this  very  moment.  It  is  well  to  re¬ 
member  that  Masonic  training  constitutes  wonderful  equip¬ 
ment  for  worthwhile  service  to  our  fellowmen.  It  is  likewise 
well  to  remember  that  membership  in  our  fraternity  implies 
a  desire,  yes  a  promise,  to  work,  an  undertaking  to  strive,  to 
seek  and  find  the  truth,  and  to  practice  the  lessons  of  per¬ 
sonal  conduct  laid  down  for  our  guidance  in  the  greatest  of 
all  Books. 

I  firmly  believe  that  resident  in  the  heart  of  every  true 
Mason  is  a  priest  of  the  past,  a  true  and  constant  guardian 
of  the  pure  love  of  Masonic  service.  I  likewise  believe  that 
deep-rooted  in  the  character  of  every  worthy  Mason  is  an 
unswerving  determination  to  increase  both  the  measure  and 
quality  of  his  service  to  humankind. 
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Peers  and  Brethren:  The  highest  form  of  Masonic 
service  to  our  fellow-men  is  oft-times  attained  by  voluntary 
obedience  to  the  dictates  of  the  heart,  God  grant  that  our 
hearts  may  direct  us  in  these  disquieting  days.

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SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  OF  THE 
GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL,  1948 

Since  our  last  Annual  Report  from  the  office  of  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  we  have,  as  is  known  to  all  our 
members,  suffered  a  tremendous  loss  through  the  untimely 
removal  by  death  of  our  late  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
M/.P.'.Bro.*. Douglas  Gordon  Mcllwraith  33°.  For  many 
years  he  spent  part  of  practically  every  day  in  our  office 
and  was  always  close  by  when  we  required  his  advice  and 
authority.  His  loss  is  beyond  expression  to  our  whole  in¬ 
stitution,  but  in  particular  to  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Secretary- General. 

Our  Ill. ‘.Bro.h Edgar  Guest  33°  had  such  a  man  in 
mind  when  he  wrote : 

“Men  are  of  two  kinds,  and  he 
Was  of  the  kind  Fd  like  to  be. 

Some  preach  their  virtues,  and  a  few 
Express  their  lives  by  what  they  do. 

That  sort  was  he.” 

His  imprint  is  on  all  that  we  have  been  able  to 
accomplish  for  several  years  past  and  in  our  hearts  we 
cherish  his  rnemory. 

To  P.'.Bro.*. George  H.  Ross  33°,  who  was  so  suddenly 
called  upon  to  assume  the  command  of  our  Order,  we  owe 
much.  Immediately  following  his  succession  as  Acting 
Grand  Commander  he  paid  several  visits  to  our  office  in 
Hamilton  and  has  been  with  us  on  many  occasions  since 
then.  He  has  been  available  by  long  distance  telephone 
whenever  required  and  has  directed  and  assisted  us  in  many 
ways.  It  has  been  a  distinct  pleasure  to  have  had  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  working  with  him  in  this  closer  relationship. 

During  the  year  we  have  enjoyed  many  visits  from  the 
members  of  Supreme  Council  and  from  the  officers  of  the 
subordinate  Bodies.  More  than  in  any  other  year  the 
brethren  came  and  spent  some  time  with  us,  giving  us  the 
benefit  of  their  experience  in  many  matters,  and  giving  us 
a  chance  to  become  better  acquainted  with  them  and  the 
needs  of  their  Valleys.  Every  Province  in  Canada  was 


so 
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represented  and  many  of  them  were  able  during  their  visit 
to  attend  some  of  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Bodies  in 
Hamilton,  Toronto  or  other  Ontario  Valleys.  From  outside 
Canada  we  also  had  some  very  distinguished  visitors.  We 
enjoyed  meeting  representatives  of  both  the  Southern  and 
Northern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A.,  some  from  the 
Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  and  two  brethren 
of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Egypt  and  the  Arabic  Countries. 
These  latter  brethren  brought  letters  of  introduction  from 
Mohamed  Rifaat  Bey,  Grand  Secretary-General  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Egypt.  Their  Supreme  Council  is 
recognized  by  the  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions,  but 
it  is  not  recognized  at  the  present  time,  we  understand,  by 
the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales.  They  stayed 
in  Hamilton  for  several  days  and  before  leaving  requested 
from  our  late  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  a  benevolent 
grant  toward  the  building  and  maintenance  of  one  or  a 
number  of  orphans’  homes  in  the  Arabic  Countries.  Dr. 
Mcllwraith,  by  letter,  advised  them  that  he  had  not  the 
authority  to  make  a  grant,  but  that  the  matter  would  be 
presented  by  him  to  Supreme  Council  at  its  next  Annual 
Meeting. 

The  Secretaries  and  Registrars  of  the  subordinate 
Bodies  throughout  our  jurisdiction  have  been  very  prompt 
this  year  in  making  their  Returns  and  there  were  fewer 
errors  than  in  any  year  in  our  experience.  Our  only  criti¬ 
cism  of  the  subordinate  Bodies  is  in  regard  to  their  printed 
matter.  Most  of  the  notices  now  being  sent  out  are  worthy 
of  our  commendation,  but  some  few  of  the  Bodies  are  still 
sending  out  notices  and  other  printed  matter  which  is  no 
credit  to  them  or  to  us. 

We  have  found  that  some  of  the  Lodges  of  Perfection 
are  not  presenting  to  the  new  initiates  a  copy  of  the  Statutes 
and  Regulations,  as  called  for  in  Article  99.  We  have 
written  to  these  Bodies  and  directed  the  Deputies’  attention 
to  the  omission,  but  even  yet  one  of  the  Lodges,  to  our 
knowledge,  has  not  issued  a  copy  for  several  years. 


Since  we  last  met,  our  new  Name  Book  was  issued  and 
we  believe  has  proved  very  helpful.  Up  to  the  present  there 
has  not  been  a  single  omission  or  mistake  reported  and  we 
are  very  proud  indeed  of  this  piece  of  work. 
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You  possibly  noticed  that  the  embossed  invitation 
advising  you  of  this  Session  of  our  Supreme  Council  was 
changed  in  design  from  former  years.  The  old  embossing 
plate  was  never  right  in  that  it  had  one  word  of  our  motto 
misspelled  and  was  in  need  of  replacement.  We  think  our 
new  design  is  a  decided  improvement. 

During  the  year  we  had  a  new  booklet  designed  and 
printed  covering  the  Ceremony  of  Installation  of  officers  in 
The  Lodge  of  Perfection.  We  have  a  good  supply  of  these  on 
hand  and  they  will  be  sold  to  the  Lodges  requiring  them  at 
$1.00  per  copy. 

From  time  to  time  we  receive  letters  asking  for  inform¬ 
ation  and  very  often  suggesting  certain  changes  that  might 
be  made  to  the  benefit  of  our  Order.  These  are  carefully 
answered  and  in  most  cases  referred  to  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittees  appointed  to  handle  the  idea  suggested.  For  in¬ 
stance,  this  year  one  Grand  Secretary  wanted  to  know  the 
reason  for  there  being  no  Chaplain  in  the  list  of  officers  for 
the  Lodge  of  Perfection.  In  the  Craft  Lodges,  of  course, 
there  is  a  Chaplain,  in  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter  and  in  the 
Consistory  we  have  a  Prelate  and  in  the  Supreme  Council 
we  have  a  Grand  Prior.  It  would  seem  that  through  some 
oversight  this  very  important  office  had  been  overlooked 
when  setting  up  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  we  have  turned 
this  matter  over  to  the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  and  also  to  the  Committee  on  the 
General  State  of  the  Rite. 

We  had  a  letter  from  the  Most  Worshipful,  the  Grand 
Master  of  one  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  criticizing 
our  Deputy  in  his  Province  for  slighting  and  referring  to 
the  Craft  Lodge  as  being  an  inferior  Body  to  the  Scottish 
Rite.  We  investigated  and  secured  what  we  considered  to 
be  reliable  information  from  various  sources  clearing  our 
Deputy  of  the  charges  made  and  have  reported  the  matter 
to  the  Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite. 

Once  again  we  place  on  record  our  sincere  thanks  to 
the  officers  of  both  the  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  of  the  U.S.A.,  who  have  always  so  willingly  and  so 
promptly  complied  with  our  requests  for  information, 
samples  of  their  Rituals,  etc.,  and  other  courtesies. 
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Again  to  Ill. \Bro.\ John  H.  Cuddie  33°  and  to  Miss 
Marion  Lees  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  their  loyal, 
painstaking  and  cheerful  efforts  in  the  work  of  our  office 
and  I  know  you  will  join  with  me  in  recording  our  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  splendid  work  they  are  doing.

The  foregoing  statement  covers  a  period  of  thirteen  months  by 
reason  of  the  earlier  closing  of  our  accounts  necessitated  last  year  due 
to  the  advance  of  the  date  of  that  Annual  Session.  While  totals  are  to  a 
degree  somewhat  larger  by  reason  of  the  extended  period  the  net  result 
is  but  little  affected. 
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Increased  activity  in  subordinate  bodies  is  again  reflected  in  aug¬ 
mented  revenue  from  fees  and  dues.  Our  total  operating  revenue  of 
$28,997.34  and  general  expenses  of  $23,598.22  are  the  highest  in  the 
history  of  this  Supreme  Council.  After  providing  $3,212.00  for  charit¬ 
able  donations  there  remained  a  surplus  of  $2,421.40  to  be  added  to  our 
net  worth. 

During  the  period  a  $10,000.00  3^  percent  investment  in  Toronto 
General  Trusts  Corporation  matured  and  was  renewed  for  three  years  at 
23.  percent.  A  Province  of  New  Brunswick  $2,000.00  4  percent  bond 
matured  and  $5,000.00  Dominion  of  Canada  3  percent  bond  maturing  in 
1966  was  sold  at  a  small  premium.  The  proceeds  were  invested,  $5,000.00 
in  Province  of  Ontario  3  percent  bond  maturing  in  1965  at  a  small  dis¬ 
count  and  $2,000.00  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  3  percent  bond  maturing  in 
1955  at  par. 

The  total  financial  resources  of  Supreme  Council  in  cash  and  invest¬ 
ments  on  the  31st  August,  1948,  amounted  to  $242,744.67,  an  increase  for 
the  period  of  $2,481.75  and  to  an  all-time  high. 

A  long-range  prophecy  is  always  hazardous.  I  feel,  however,  that  we 
are  fortunate  in  that  over  90  percent  of  our  investments  mature  in  1948 
to  1959,  spread  over  approximately  a  ten-year  period.  Revenue  from  in¬ 
vestments,  including  non-revenue  producing  cash  in  the  bank  continues 
to  show  a  yield  slightly  in  excess  of  3  percent.  Short-term  securities  will 
permit  us  to  take  advantage  of  higher  rates  which  may  prevail  within 
a  few  years’  time. 

Securities  as  listed  in  the  attached  schedule  are  deposited  with  the 
Canada  Permanent  Trust  Company,  as  custodian  of  the  same  for  Supreme 
Council. 

There  has  been  little  if  any  improvement  in  disturbed  world  condi¬ 
tions  and  monetary  problems.  Certain  fundamental  laws  will  again 
operate  as  they  have  in  the  past  despite  new  features  which  create  new 
problems.  Whatever  our  hopes  for  the  future,  we  cannot  ignore  experi¬ 
ences  of  the  past.  We  must  be  prepared,  and  fully  prepared,  to  meet 
whatever  problems  may  arise.  Our  financial  resources  are  not  unlimited 
and  should  be  carefully  conserved,  that  we  may  be  in  a  position  to  meet 
whatever  situation  may  arise.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

As  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Ontario  I  have  the  honour  to  present 
to  you  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Freemasonry  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  the  year  ending 
June  30th,  3948. 

Deaths — We  mourn  the  loss  by  death  of  the  following  Members  in 
Ontario: 

Active  Member: — 

M.'.P.'.Bro.'.Dr.  Douglas  Gordon  Mcllwraith  33°,  Hamilton, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  1942-1948;  coroneted  October 
7th,  1925;  crowned  October  8th,  1930;  died  February  2nd, 
1948. 

M.'.P.'.Bro.'.Dr.  Douglas  Gordon  Mcllwraith  was  a  great  man.  He 
was  very  happy  and  outstanding  in  his  chosen  profession  and  prized  no 
title  higher  than  that  of  “family  doctor”.  Blessed  with  a  charming 
personality,  a  strong  and  brilliant  intellect,  a  great  memory  and  a  great 
capacity  for  work  and  duty,  and  he  enjoyed  a  stainless  reputation.  He 
was  a  diligent  student  of  Masonry  and  he  felt  that  Freemasonry  was  an 
influence  for  good  in  the  home  and  the  nation.  When  he  was  called  to 
assume  the  post  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  he  viewed  it  as  a  call 
to  service.  As  a  worker  he  demonstrated  his  great  ability  as  a  ritualist 
and  an  interpreter  of  Masonic  Truth.  As  a  T.'.P.'.G.’.M.'.he  was  an 
inspiration  to  his  officers  and  the  Members  of  his  Lodge.  As  Deputy 
for  the  Province  of  Ontario  he  did  much  to  improve  the  ritualistic  work 
in  the  Valleys  and  ever  sought  to  ascertain  the  needs  of  the  subordinate 
Bodies.  As  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  lie  visited  the  whole  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  Canada  from  sea  to  sea  and  added  a  great  impetus  to  Scottish 
Bite  Freemasonry  throughout  Canada. 

Fortunate  are  we  who  were  privileged  to  know  our  deceased  Grand 
Commander;  may  his  influence  live  through  us. 

Honourary  Members: — 

Ill. '.Bro.‘. Robert  John  A.  Curry  33°,  Hamilton;  coroneted 
October  6th,  1942;  died  October  29th,  1947. 

Ill. '.Bro.'. Curry  was  well  known  and  beloved  by  the  brethren  in  the 
Valley  of  Hamilton.  He  was  ever  faithful  and  assiduous  in  the  Craft 
and  the  Rite  and  it  was  a  privilege  to  know  and  work  with  “Bob”. 
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Ill. *.Bro.‘. John  James  Davis,  M.D.,  33°,  Gananoque;  coroneted 
October  2nd,  1934;  died  August  24th,  1948. 

Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Davis  devoted  his  life  to  ministering  to  the  needs  of  his 
patients,  by  whom  he  was  greatly  beloved.  He  served  in  the  ranks  of  the 
Scottish  Eite  and  was  greatly  respected  in  his  Valley  of  Kingston.

On  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Eite  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  I  extend  to  the  sister  provinces  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  our  sympathy  in  their  losses  by  death  of  the 
members  of  the  Eite. 

Activities  During  the  Year: — 

On  the  16th  July,  1947,  M.'.P.'.Bro.'.D.  G.  Mcllwraith  33°,  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  and  I  were  present  at  the  Annual  Communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  On  this  occa¬ 
sion  Ill.’.Bro.’.T.  H.  Simpson  32°  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  in  the 
evening  at  an  enormous  banquet  at  which  1300  members  of  the  Craft 
were  present,  Ill.*.Bro.*.Bev.  W.  Harold  Young,  D.D.,  33°,  was  the 
speaker. 

On  the  25th  August,  1947,  a  party  of  over  eighty  people  consisting 
of  Members  of  the  Supreme  Council  and  their  ladies  entrained  at  Toronto 
on  a  tour  of  the  Western  part  of  Canada,  having  as  their  goal  Calgary, 
Alberta,  at  which  place  the  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council  was 
held.  Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  the  shepherd  of  the  flock 
and  was  ably  assisted  by  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Stuart  H.  Lees  33°,  the  Grand 
Secretary-General,  and  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.John  Cuddie  33°,  the  Assistant  Grand 
Secretary-General,  who  contributed  so  much  to  the  success  and  the 
pleasure  of  the  tour.  We  stopped  enroute  at  Winnipeg,  Saskatoon, 
Edmonton,  Jasper,  Vancouver,  Victoria,  Lake  Louise,  Banff,  arriv¬ 
ing  at  Calgary  on  the  8th  September,  where  the  Sessions  were 
held.  We  left  Calgary  on  the  11th  September  and  visited  Moose 
Jaw  and  Begina  on  the  return  journey  arriving  in  Toronto  on 
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the  15th  September.  This  journey  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasons 
was  a  momentous  one  in  the  annals  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry 
in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  It  cemented  the  bonds  of  friendship  between 
these  brethren  and  their  folk  in  this  vast  country  of  ours  and  will  exert 
a  great  influence  on  a  better  understanding  between  the  citizens  of  our 
fair  Dominion  in  the  future. 

On  the  17tli  October,  1947,  I  was  a  guest  of  The  Lodge  of  Strict 
Observance  No.  27  on  the  occasion  of  their  100th  Anniversary. 

On  the  22nd  October,  1947,  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.John  H.  Cuddie  33°  and  I 
visited  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  participated  in  their  splendid 
meeting. 

On  the  28th  October,  1947,  I  visited  Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection 
on  the  occasion  of  their  60th  Anniversary.  This  was  a  large  and  en¬ 
thusiastic  gathering.  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.C.  H.  Cunningham  33°,  Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  M. 
Dent  33:,  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Consistory;  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.John  H. 
Cuddie  33°,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General;  Ill.*.Bro.*.E.  B.  Thomp¬ 
son  33°,  Ill.*.Bro.*.J.  W.  Hamilton  33°  and  others,  accompanied  me. 

On  the  3rd-7th  November,  1947,  I  was  present  and  participated  in  the 
Reunion  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  the  Valley  of  Hamilton.  On  this 
occasion  we  had  a  number  of  visitors  present  from  Western  Canada, 
Quebec,  Nova  Scotia  and  the  United  States. 

On  the  13tli  November,  1947,  Ill.*. Bro.*. Dr.  F.  R.  Bennetto  33°  and 
I  journeyed  to  Guelph,  at  which  place  I  presided  over  a  special  ballot 
meeting  of  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection.  On  the  19th  November, 
1947,  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection  welcomed  me  on  the  occasion  of 
their  Reunion.  Eleven  candidates  were  initiated  and  225  brethren  were 
present.  Ill.'.Bro.’.H.  B.  Jackson  32°,  T.*.P.‘.G.‘.M.*.of  Murton  Lodge 
of  Perfection  accompanied  me. 

On  the  24th  November,  1947,  I  was  present  at  a  meeting  of  London 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  was  privileged  to  witness  one  of  their  degrees. 

On  the  15th  January,  1948,  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.George  Paton  33°,  M.*.W.*.S.\ 
of  Toronto  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  welcomed  me  to  a  meeting  of  his 
Chapter  on  which  occasion  21  candidates  received  degrees.  Ill. ‘.Bros.*. 
John  H.  Cuddie  33°,  Hanlan  Robinson  33°,  and  Charles  R.  Brown  33° 
accompanied  me.  This  was  a  splendid  meeting  and  there  were  large 
representative  groups  from  Guelph,  Barrie,  Peterborough  and  Oshawa. 

On  the  5th  February,  1948,  I  attended  the  funeral  of  our  late 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.'.P.'.Bro.'.Dr.  Douglas  G.  Mcllwraith 
33°.  The  service  for  which  was  conducted  by  Ill.*. Bro.*. Rev.  Beverley 
Ketchen,  D.D.,  30°,  in  MacNab  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  Hamilton. 
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On  the  2nd  March,  1948,  I  presided  at  the  Election  and  Installation 
of  the  officers  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

On  the  18th  March,  1948,  Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Niagara  Falls, 
celebrated  their  25th  Anniversary,  on  which  occasion  a  large  class  of 
candidates  received  their  14°  and  a  banquet  attended  by  over  200 
brethren  was  held  in  the  evening  at  the  General  Brock  Hotel. 

On  the  1st  April,  1948,  I  presided  at  the  Election  and  Installation  of 
officers  of  Hamilton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

On  the  16th  April,  1948,  I  was  privileged  to  accompany  the  cast  of 
the  31st  and  32nd  Degrees  on  their  visit  to  Detroit  Consistory.  Our 
brethren  portrayed  these  Degrees  before  an  audience  of  well  over  1500 
members.  Half  of  the  party  returned  home,  while  the  remainder  stopped 
over  in  Windsor  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  The  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  on  the  evening  of  17th  April,  on  which  occasion  the  14°  was 
exemplified.

Ill.’.Bro.’.K.  R.  Smith  32°,  T.’.P.’.G.’.M.’.of  Murton  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  and  Ill.’.Bro.'.C.  M.  Dent  33°,  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore 
Consistory,  presided  over  the  Lodge  and  Consistory  respectively  in  their 
own  inimitable  way.  Nearly  200  candidates  received  Degrees  in  the 
Consistory. 

This  is  a  brief  account  of  my  visits  during  the  year  ending  June 
30th,  1948. 
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It  has  been  enlightening  and  encouraging  to  see  the  healthy  growth 
of  our  beloved  Rite  and  to  meet  the  able  men  who  are  propagating  the 
great  principles  of  Freemasonry  throughout  the  Province.  The  renewal 
of  visits  between  Valleys  and  the  fraternizing  of  the  members  of  the 
Rite  with  their  brethren  in  the  Craft  in  the  nature  of  degree  casts, 
especially  in  the  rural  districts,  and  between  urban  and  rural  lodges  is 
noted  with  pleasure.  Many  of  our  friends  in  Masonry  in  the  U.S.A.  have 
visited  with  us  and  we  have  been  afforded  opportunities  of  crossing  the 
‘•imaginary  line”  to  enjoy  their  work  and  hospitality. 

In  all  three  Bodies,  visiting  brethren  have  participated  in  the 
portrayal  of  degrees. 

At  the  Spring  Assembly,  in  the  Consistory,  degrees  were  presented 
by  brethren  from  Ottawa,  Detroit,  London,  Guelph  and  Toronto. 

Scottish  Rite  Associations  are  active  throughout  the  Province  and 
the  “hospital  bed  idea”  is  a  most  commendable  objective  and  not  only 
serves  a  great  utilitarion  purpose  but  also  increases  friendship  between 
the  brethren  in  their  respective  communities. 

In  one  Valley  the  candidates  who  received  their  degrees  in  The 
Lodge  of  Perfection  at  the  Spring  and  Fall  Reunions  and  throughout  the 
year  are  tendered  a  “New  Members’  Dinner”  where  they  become  better 
acquainted  and  are  afforded  an  opportunity  to  ask  questions  and  volun¬ 
teer  for  service  in  the  work.  This  has  proven  a  great  incentive  to  increase 
the  attendance  and  the  interest  of  the  members. 

Easter  Ceremonies: — were  observed  in  the  12  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix 
in  the  province.  Large  numbers  of  Sovereign  Princes  were  present  at 
the  Feast  of  the  Paschal  Lamb,  the  Extinguishing  and  the  Re-Lighting 
of  the  Lights.  The  interest  in  these  impressive  and  significant  cere¬ 
monies  appears  to  be  increasing  each  year. 

A  table  of  attendance  at  these  meetings  is  appended. 

Membership: — 

The  Lodges  of  Perfection,  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  and  the  Provincial 
Consistory  continue  to  receive  into  membership  large  numbers  of  most 
desirable  and  interested  candidates.  As  a  consequence  our  meetings  are 
large  and  enthusiastic  and  is  reflected  in  the  ever-increasing  efficiency  of 
the  officers  and  the  quality  of  the  work.

The  membership  of  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  totals  6,550,  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  293. 

The  membership  of  the  Provincial  Consistory  totals  3,567,  an  increase 
over  the  preceding  year  of  203. 

Dispensations  have  been  granted  in  various  Bodies  throughout  the 
year.  Returns  for  these  have  been  made  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

Courtesies  extended  by  the  Deputies  of  several  of  the  provinces  and 
of  the  jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A.  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  work  in  the  thirteen  Valleys  of  the  province  has  been  performed 
in  excellent  fashion.  The  work  of  the  officers  is  most  praiseworthy  and 
all  subordinate  Bodies  record  increases  in  membership. 

All  of  the  secretaries  have  sent  in  the  required  Returns  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  and  the  Ritual  accounting  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 

The  philosophy  of  the  Rite  teaches  its  members  to  live  the  daily 
contacts  of  man  with  man  in  great  and  small  affairs  and  inspires  them 
to  do  what  they  ought  and  what  they  can  do  for  others,  and  thereby 
for  themselves. 

Let  us  transmute  the  philosophy  taught  by  our  ritual  into  deeds.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Once  more  I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  report  as  Deputy  for 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  for  the  year  ending  June  30tli,  1948.

From  the  statistical  sheet  accompanying  this  report  it  will  be 
observed  that  initiates  were  numerous,  in  fact  the  number  could  have 
been  increased  but  we  held  quite  a  number  of  prospective  candidates 
until  this  year  because  numbers  have  never  appealed  to  the  Valleys  in 
this  Province,  but  will  those  who  are  admitted  uphold  the  dignity  of  the 
Scottish  Rite,  adhere  to  the  lessons  so  splendidly  expressed  in  the  degrees 
and  adhere  to  the  traditions?  That  is  our  view,  which  coincides  with  the 
views  of  the  founders  of  the  Rite  in  this  Province. 

Deaths: — 

Like  all  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  Canada,  we  in  this  Province  were 
shocked  by  the  tragic  ending  of  this  mortal  life  of  our  Most  Puissant 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Illustrious  Brother  Douglas  Gordon 
Mcllwraith  33°,  on  February  2nd,  1948.  The  writer  first  heard  the  sad 
news  over  the  radio  which  was  confirmed  shortly  afterwards  by  telephone 
from  the  Grand  Secretary-General’s  office.  He  was  well  known  to  the 
members  of  the  Rite  on  account  of  his  visits  from  coast  to  coast  and  to 
so  many  Valleys  in  the  jurisdiction.  On  behalf  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Masons  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  I  extend  to  Mrs.  Mcllwraith  and  her 
daughters  our  heartfelt  sympathy. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  and  sorrow  I  have  to  report  the  passing  of  Ill.’. 
Bro.’. William  Wensley  King  33°,  Honorary  Inspector-General,  which  sad 
event  happened  on  April  8th,  1948,  under  very  sad  trying  circumstances. 
Our  late  brother  with  Mrs.  King  was  in  the  Laurentians  for  about  a 
week’s  holiday  and  were  on  the  train  returning  to  Montreal,  when  “Bill” 
was  taken  suddenly  ill.  He  was  taken  off  the  train  at  one  of  the 
stations  and  after  considerable  difficulty  an  ambulance  was  obtained  but 
as  our  brother  was  being  placed  in  it  he  was  called  to  that  Higher  Life 
we  all  hope  for.  To  Mrs.  King,  her  son  and  daughter,  our  deepest 
sympathy  is  expressed.  An  obituary  will  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings 
of  this  year. 
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Montreal: — 

In  tlie  Lodge  of  Perfection  under  the  able  direction  of  the  T.’.P.’. 
G.'.M.’.,  Ill.’. Bro. ’.R.  W.  Louthood  33°,  the  degrees  were  conferred  with 
dignity  and  close  adherence  to  the  Ritual.  All  the  degrees  with  the 
exception  of  the  tenth  and  eleventh  are  conferred  in  full. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  February,  Ill.*. Bro. ’.H.  Norman  Davis  32° 
was  elected  with  a  fine  team  of  officers.  There  were  many  new  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  supporting  officers.  Those  who  asked  to  be  relieved  did  so 
for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  so  we  look  forward  to  another  year  of 
good  and  interesting  portrayal  of  the  degrees. 

Our  M.’.W.’.S.’.,  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Alex.  Hurry  33°,  met  with  a  serious  acci¬ 
dent  just  three  days  before  the  conferring  of  the  15°.  Luckily  detailed 
arrangements  had  been  made  well  in  advance,  so  Ill.’.Bro.'.W.  H.  Hobbs 
33°,  P.’.M.'.W.’.S.'. filled  the  breach  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  present. 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Hurry  had  recovered  sufficiently  to 
take  part  in  the  conferring  of  both  sections  of  the  18°. 

The  Maundy  Thursday  Ceremonies  were  presided  over  by  Ill. ’.Bro.’. 
Rev.  F.  Scott  MacKenzie  32°,  P.’.M.’.W.’.S.*.,  and  as  usual  were  im¬ 
pressively  conducted. 

At  the  Annual  Assembly  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Hurry  was  re-elected  for  another 
year.  Only  one  change  was  made  in  the  supporting  line  of  officers.  To 
the  writer,  it  was  a  great  loss  to  the  Chapter  because  it  was  felt  that 
Ill.’. Bro. ’.J.  Chas.  Hope  32°  would  have  been  an  outstanding  M.’.W.*. 
Sovereign. 

The  Consistory  had  another  year  of  well  conferred  degrees,  ably 
guided  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Ill. ’.Bro.’. J.  McL.  Marshall  33°,  the 
Constans  Allegory  was  particularly  well  presented  under  his  direction, 
in  fact  all  connected  with  the  presentation  both  in  speaking  parts  as  well 
as  those  behind  the  scenes  put  forth  tlifeir  best  efforts. 

Considerable  thought  has  been  given  to  conferring  another  Con¬ 
sistory  degree  and  it  may  be  accomplished  this  coming  season. 

Quebec: — 

During  the  year  I  made  several  visits  to  the  Ancient  City  as  I  was 
desirous  of  ascertaining  how  the  additional  degrees  would  be  conferred 
under  direction  of  Ill.’. Bro. ’.G.  F.  Simpson  32°,  T.’.P.’.G.’.M.*.,  and  I  am 
glad  to  report  I  was  well  pleased. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Ill.’. Bro. ’.T.  H. 
Banks  32°  was  elected  T.’.P.’.G.'.M.’.,  so  we  can  look  forward  to  another 
good  year. 
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In  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter,  Ill.’.Bro.’.Jas.  R.  Angus  32°,  M.’.W.'.S.k, 
and  his  officers  conferred  the  18°  in  an  impressive  manner.  He  was 
elected  for  a  second  term  at  the  Annual  Assembly.  Ill. ‘.Bro.’.  Angus  is 
an  indefatigable  worker  for  the  Rite  in  the  Valley  of  Quebec,  whether  it 
be  ritual  or  paraphernalia. 


Courtesies: — 

We  express  our  thanks  to  the  Ill. ‘.Deputy  for  Ontario  for  his  consent 
in  permitting  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  to  confer  the  14°  on  a 
brother  from  the  Valley  of  Montreal,  who  was  unable  to  be  present  when 
that  degree  was  conferred  in  his  own  Valley,  owing  to  an  important 
Masonic  engagement,  made  previously.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  following  is  my  report  to  you  of  the  activities  of  the  Rite  in  the 
Province  of  New  Brunswick  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1948. 

The  Brethren  in  the  Valley  of  Saint  John  were  shocked  beyond  words 
by  the  sudden  and  tragic  passing  of  our  late  beloved  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  Dr.  Mcllwraith — your  Deputy  had  paid  him  a  social  visit 
on  Wednesday  before  the  accident. 

Although  our  net  increase  in  members  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection 
was  much  smaller  than  last  year,  nevertheless  we  had  a  busy  year — nine 
regular  and  one  emergent  meetings;  we  held  two  Reunions  (Spring  and 
Fall),  there  were  forty-five  additions  of  which  three  were  affiliations 
and  one  restoration,  there  were  seven  deaths  and  one  withdrawal — in¬ 
crease  forty-one.  In  Harington  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  there  were  four 
regular  and  four  emergent  meetings,  thirty-one  additions,  two  affiliations 
and  one  restoration  with  three  deaths  and  one  withdrawal — increase 
thirty;  and  in  the  New  Brunswick  Consistory  there  were  three  regular 
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and  four  emergent  meetings  with  twenty-three  additions,  one  restoration 
and  two  affiliations  and  three  deaths — net  increase  twenty-three.

An  event  of  the  year,  and  I  think  of  historical  interest  in  the  Rite 
in  Canada,  was  carried  out  by  our  Ul.'.Broy .T.  Giles  Allan  33°  when  he 
presided  at  meetings  of  the  15°  and  18°  and  elevated  and  knighted  three 
of  his  sons.  Well  done  Giles! 

We  honoured  ourselves  by  electing  two  Honourary  members  in  the 
three  Bodies — Ill. '.Bros. '.Lewis  F.  Riggs  33°  and  Rev.  C.  Gordon  Law¬ 
rence  32°. 

We  are  looking  forward  with  great  pleasure  to  1949  when  we  are  to 
receive  Supreme  Council  in  its  annual  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NOVA  SCOTIA 
AND  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  gives  me  much  satisfaction  to  report  that  Scottish  Rite  Masonry 
in  the  two  provinces  I  have  the  privilege  to  represent,  has  made  out¬ 
standing  progress  during  the  past  year.  Meetings  have  been  numerous 
and  well  attended.  The  officers  of  the  Bodies  have  done  very  com¬ 
mendable,  work.  Classes  of  candidates  have  been  large  and  composed  of 
Master  Masons  whose  earnestness  and  quality  of  life  are  such  as  to 
inspire  hope  for  the  future.  Many  projects  have  been  carried  through 
with  great  success.  We  have  had  an  eventful  year  and  a  busy  one. 
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We  had  looked  forward  with  keen  anticipation  to  concluding  the 
year’s  program  with  a  visit  from  our  late  beloved  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  M.'.P.'.

With  sorrow  I  record  the  passing  of  Honourary  Inspector-Generai 
Frederick  William  Johnson  33°,  who  answered  the  call  to  Higher  Duties 
on  May  15,  1948.  Also  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Frederick  Osborne  Sturmy  32°,  died 
February  13,  1948.  Ill.*. Bro. '.Sturmy  was  elected  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  Supreme  Council  to  receive  the  degree  of  Inspector-General 
33°,  Honourary.  During  the  year  death  has  removed  from  our  membership 
five  Grand  Elect,  Perfect  and  Sublime  Masons.  Their  works  remain  as  a 
challenge  to  our  members  to  continue  building  a  better  Brotherhood  in 
our  cherished  Fraternity. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  marvelous  deliver¬ 
ance  of  M.*.P.*.Bro.".J.  H.  Winfield  33°  who  was  feared  lost  at  sea  when 
his  yacht  was  caught  in  a  hurricane  off  Bermuda  last  Fall.  It  is  good  to 
have  him  with  us  again,  apparently  quite  recovered  from  his  hazardous 
experience. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Laurie  Ells  33°  S.G.I.G.,  and  the 
Fraternity  is  indebted  to  him,  for  his  unremitting  efforts  on  behalf  of 
the  Eite.  Ill. '.Bro.*. Ells  is  to  be  congratulated  on  being  made  District 
Governor  of  Eotary  this  year.  His  duties  in  this  important  office  include 
supervision  of  the  Eotary  Clubs  in  the  three  Maritime  Provinces, 
Northern  Maine  and  Newfoundland. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  for  me  to  give  addresses  at  several  Masonic 
gatherings  during  the  year.  In  June  1947  I  spoke  at  the  St.  John’s  Day 
service  in  the  Chester  Baptist  Church  under  the  auspices  of  Clark  Lodge, 
No.  61,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  Chester,  N.S.,  in  May  of  this  year  at  St.  Andrew’s, 
No.  1,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  Halifax,  at  the  Scottish  Eite  Church  service  at 
Summerside,  P.E.I.,  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  June. 

All  the  Scottish  Eite  Bodies  in  this  District  have  been  visited  offi¬ 
cially  and  where  occasion  required  I  installed  officers.  I  have  held 
numerous  conferences  with  the  officers  of  the  Halifax  Bodies  and  have 
been  asked  to  attend  many  of  the  varied  committee  meetings.  We  are 
fortunate  in  having  such  splendid  and  efficient  officers  in  these  Valleys. 
My  association  with  them  has  been  a  happy  one.  It  is  gratifying  to  see 
the  earnestness  with  which  busy  men  give  of  their  time  and  talent  to 
the  promulgation  of  Masonic  truth. 
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The  Fall  Reunion  of  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  a  great 
success.  We  had  an  exceptionally  large  attendance.  The  degrees  were 
well  presented.

About 
twenty-five  members  of  Albert  Edward  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Valley  of 
Summerside,  headed  by  T.’.P.'.G.'.M.'.,  R.  H.  Rogers  14°,  and  H.'.I.'.G.’., 
L.  M.  MacKinnon  33°  attended  the  Reunion,  it  being  the  50th  Anniver¬ 
sary  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  on  P.E.I.  These  brethren  did  not  come 
empty  handed  but  donated  two  barrels  of  oysters  for  the  occasion.  Vic¬ 
toria  Lodge  of  Perfection  recognized  the  Anniversary  by  presenting  them 
a  Master’s  Chair.

S.\,  has  conferred  all  the  Chapter  Degrees  on  a  large  class  of  candidates. 
For  the  first  time  in  many  years  the  16°  was  exemplified  in  full  dramatic 
setting.  The  Pre-Easter  Reunion  was  an  outstanding  success  and  the 
Easter  Ceremonies  were  observed  in  due  solemnity  by  the  largest  attend¬ 
ance  in  our  history — (for  attendance  see  appended  statistical  table). 
Keith  Chapter  was  pleased  and  honoured  to  have  Ill. '.Bro.'. Arthur  Cross 
33°  of  Montreal  in  attendance  for  the  Maundy  Thursday  Feast.  On 
Easter  Day  the  address  was  given  by  Ill. '.Bro. '.Rev.  C.  deW.  White  32° 
O.B.E.  The  music  was  under  the  direction  of  Ill.'. Bro. ’.G.  E.  Harrison 
32°.  These  together  with  the  beautiful  lighting  effects  and  settings  of  the 
Chapter  and  the  impressive  ceremony  of  the  day,  will  not  soon  be  for¬ 
gotten. 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings  throughout  the  year,  the  Nova 
Scotia  Consistory  with  Ill.\Bro.*.W.  E.  Ryder  32°  Commander-in-Chief 
held  its  Spring  Reunion  in  May.  Again  this  year  the  32°  Degree  was 
given  in  a  most  excellent  and  impressive  manner  by  Ill.'.Bro.’.Ells  33°. 
Following  the  Degree  of  S.  P.  R.  S.  the  “Constans”  Allegory  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  a  large  cast  headed  by  Ill.*. Bro. '.R.  V.  Harris  33°. 

Following  the  example^  of  the  Brethren  in  Annapolis  Valley  where 
two  very  worth  while  meetings  of  an  informal  nature  were  held  last 
year,  the  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  residing  along  the  South  Shore 
held  a  “get-together”  at  Lunenburg  in  August.  The  meeting  was  held 
at  the  lovely  home  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.M.  .M.  Gardner  32°  and  was  presided 
over  by  Ill.’. Bro. ’.W.  T.  Powers  32°.  Your  Deputy  was  unable  to  be 
present  but  was  ably  represented  by  Ill. *.Bro. ‘.Laurie  Ells  33°.  A  similar 
meeting  was  held  at  Charlottetown,  P.  E.  I.  during  the  winter,  and  other 
such  get-togethers  at  provincial  centres  are  now  being  planned. 

The  annual  church  service  was  held  on  the  evening  of  Nov.  9th, 
1947,  at  St.  David’s  Presbyterian  Church,  Halifax.  Rev.  Bro.  Frank 
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Lawson,  minister,  preached  the  sermon.  The  lesson  was  read  by  Ill.'.Bro 
.'.E.  J.  Vincent  32°  and  a  large  number  of  Brethren  and  their  families 
attended. 

A  Christmas  Carol  service  was  held  in  the  Apartments  of  the  Scot¬ 
tish  Rite,  4-5  P.M.,  December  24th. 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  social  events  of  the  year  was  held  at  a 
local  hotel  when  some  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  members  of  the  Rite 
in  this  Valley  and  their  ladies  spent  a  thoroughly  happy  evening  in  honor 
of  the  ladies.  Much  of  the  success  of  this,  our  first  “Ladies’  Night”  can 
be  attributed  to  an  efficient  committee  composed  of  Ill.'.Bro.*. A.  E. 
Fowles  32°  T.'.P.'.G.'.M.'.,  Ill.'.Bro.'.V.  H.  Savage  32°  and  Ill.'.Bro.'. 
Reg.  Wo@d  32°. 

The  courtesies  received  from  Deputies  of  other  provinces  and  the 
many  kindnesses  of  the  office  of  Supreme  Council  are  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  brethren  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island. 

Our  sympathies  are  extended  to  brethren  in  other  provinces  for 
losses  sustained  during  the  year,  especially  those  who  suffered  in  the 
flood  areas  of  British  Columbia. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  these  two  Eastern  Provinces  look  to 
the  future  with  hope  and  confidence  that  our  Rite  will  continue  its 
progress  for  the  good  of  humanity  and  the  glory  of  the  Great  Architect 
of  the  Universe.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  MANITOBA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of

Again  it  is  my  privilege  as  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Manitoba,

Deaths: 

On  the  morning  of  February  2nd,  1948,  we  received  a  telegram  from 
Ill.'. Bro. ’.Stuart  H.  Lees  33°,  Grand  Secretary  General,  informing  us  of 
the  tragic  passing  of  Ill.'. Bro. \D.  G.  Mcllwraith  33°,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  Supreme  Council.  For  several  minutes  we  could  not 
grasp  the  full  import  of  the  loss  sustained,  not  only  by  Supreme  Council, 
but  by  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
while  deeply  mourning  our  great  loss,  we  do  not  sorrow  as  those  without 
hope. 

“We  know  he  will  awake 
And  smile  on  us  as  he  did  yesterday, 

And  he  will  have  some  gentle  word  to  say, 

Some  kindly  deed  to  do;  for  loving  thought

On  behalf  of  the  Scottish  Eite  Bodies  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba, 
we  extend  to  the  Scottish  Eite  Bodies  in  the  Sister  Provinces  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  sincere  sympathy  in  the  losses  sustained  by  death 
during  the  year. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  that  considerable  progress  in  all 
Scottish  Eite  Bodies  in  the  Province  has  been  attained,  the  attendance 
at  regular  and  emergent  meetings  has  been  good  and  real  interest  dis¬ 
played  by  officers  and  members  alike. 

The  work  of  Degree  Teams  in  the  several  Bodies  is  of  high  order, 
and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  brethren  comprising  the  various 
Degree  Teams,  as  well  as  upon  the  officers  in  charge. 

The  continued  expansion  of  the  Bodies  has  brought  us  to  the  point 
where  our  accommodation  in  the  Masonic  Temple  is  inadequate  for  the 
proper  presentation  of  the  Degrees,  to  say  nothing  of  the  discomfort  of 
the  members  attending,  particularly  when  the  14°,  18°,  31°  and  32° 
are  conferred,  the  intervening  Degrees  can  still  be  conferred 
in  the  Masonic  Temple  with  some  degree  of  comfort  for  some  time  to 
come,  as  the  attendance  is  not  quite  as  large  as  with  the  above  mentioned 
Degrees. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  grant  a  special  Dispensation  to  the  Officers 
of  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection,  to  arrange  with  the  Management 
of  the  Eoyal  Alexandra  Hotel  for  the  use  of  the  Ball  Boom,  for  the 
purpose  of  conferring  the  14°  on  May  7th,  1948.  At  that  meeting 
we  had  an  attendance  of  between  three  and  four  hundred  members 
present.  In  my  opinion  we  will  have  to  continue  doing  this,  until  we 
can  secure  larger  accommodation,  either  by  renting,  or  preferrably  secur¬ 
ing  a  building  of  our  own.  In  passing  I  may  mention  that  our  present 
seating  capacity  is  two  hundred,  and  then  we  have  to  encroach  upon  the 
floor  space. 

The  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  held  fifteen  meetings,  all 
Degrees  from  4°  to  14°  were  conferred  in  extenso  during  the  winter 
season  on  a  class  of  25  Initiates;  an  additional  class  of  51  received  the 
Degrees  on  the  occasion  of  our  Spring  Eeunion.  Taking  into  consideration 
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the  handicap  under  which  our  degree  teams  function,  due  to  limited 
accommodation,  the  results  are  very  satisfactory.  What  is  lacking  in 
facilities,  is  repaid  by  the  Ritualistic  ability  of  the  Brethren  and  the 
dignity  with  which  they  perform  their  work. 

The  Brandon  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  held  fifteen  meetings,  all 
Degrees  from  4°  to  14°  were  conferred  in  extenso  during  the  winter 
season,  upon  a  class  of  15  Initiates  in  a  most  efficient  manner.  It  was 
my  privilege  to  witness  the  conferring  of  a  degree  conferred  in  Bran¬ 
don,  by  a  Degree  Team  composed  of  Brethren  who  reside  in  the  Town 
of  Yirden,  Manitoba,  and  who  come  fifty  miles  to  attend  Lodge.  The 
manner  in  which  the  Degree  was  conferred  reflected  great  credit  upon 
these  Brethren,  and  made  a  deep  impression  upon  the  candidates. 

Bethesda  Chapter  Rose  Croix  18°  held  eight  meetings,  and  admitted 
a  class  of  fifty  brethren  during  the  past  season,  the  Degrees  were  con¬ 
ferred  in  full,  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  brethren  comprising  the  De¬ 
gree  teams. 

Brandon  Chapter  Rose  Croix  18°  held  seven  meetings,  and  admitted 
a  class  of  eight  brethren  during  the  past  season,  the  meetings  were  well 
attended,  the  conferring  of  the  Degrees  was  of  a  high  order  in  dignity 
and  expression. 

Manitoba  Consistory  had  a  successful  season,  holding  eight  meetings, 
and  initiated  forty  new  Members,  the  Degrees  19°,  21°,  30°,  31°  and 
32°  being  conferred  upon  the  class,  in  a  manner  we  feel  sure  made  a 
lasting  impression  upon  the  newly  admitted  Members,  and  reflected 
great  credit  upon  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  his  Officers. 

The  triennial  Election  and  Installation  of  the  Officers  of  Manitoba 
Consistory  was  held  in  January,  1948.  Several  changes  took  place  in  the 
line  up  of  both  elected  and  appointed  Officers,  due  to  illness  of  some 
of  the  previous  incumbents.  We  look  forward  with  confidence  to  con¬ 
tinued  progress  and  harmony  in  the  years  ahead. 

The  Easter  Ceremonies  of  Bethesda  Chapter  Rose  Croix  18°  were 
conducted  with  quiet  dignity  and  solemnity.  The  attendance  was  larger 
than  previous  years,  the  Registrar  reporting  398  present  on  Maundy 
Thursday  evening,  and  416  present  on  Easter  Morning. 

The  Registrar  of  Brandon  Chapter  Rose  Croix  18°  reported  that  the 
attendance  at  the  Easter  Ceremonies  on  Maundy  Thursday  was  56,  and 
on  Easter  Morning  34,  as  a  large  percentage  of  the  members  of  Brandon 
Chapter  reside  out  of  Brandon,  makes  it  difficult  for  them  to  maintain 
a  high  percentage  of  attendance  at  the  Easter  Ceremonies. 

The  Annual  Returns  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  as 
of  June  30th,  1948,  show  the  following  increases.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren  : 

It  is  again  my  pleasure  to  submit  hereunder  my  report  on  the  doings 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  for  the 
year  ending  June  30th  1948. 

First,  may  I  pay  humble  tribute  to  our  late  much  loved  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  M.'.P.’. Brother  Dr.  Douglas  G.  Mcllwraith,  whose 
sudden  and  tragic  passing  is  mourned  by  every  member  of  the  Rite  in 
this  Province.  His  kindly  understanding,  sympathetic  heart  and  lovable 
personality  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  thousands  of  members 
throughout  Canada  to  whom  he  endeared  himself. 

On  February  25th  last  I  received  a  most  kindly  letter  from  Ill.*. 
Bro.*.  Ford  Q.  Elvidge  33°,  Deputy  for  Supreme  Council,  Southern  Jur¬ 
isdiction  in  the  State  of  Washington,  expressing  his  deepest  regrets  on 
the  passing  of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  To  this  I  made  suitable 
reply. 
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In  reviewing  the  activities  of  the  several  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in 
British  Columbia  I  feel  I  can  assure  you  that  all  is  well;  all  of  the 
Bodies  have  and  are  doing  excellent  work;  the  Bodies  are  well  officered, 
finances  in  good  condition  and  wrell  administered. 

Briefly,  may  I  say  that  the  good  work  done  by  the  pioneers  in 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  this  Province,  as  well  as  the  ability  and  de¬ 
votion  to  the  cause  shown  by  my  predecessors  in  office,  is  bearing  fruit 
a  hundred  fold. 

Necrology  : 

I  am  sorry  to  report  the  passing  of  one  of  our  Honourary  Members 
in  the  person  of  Ill.*.  Bro. ’.Harry  Branson  Everard  33°,  whose  death 
occured  April  6th,  1948.  His  obituary  will  appear  later  in  these  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Other  deaths  in  the  various  Bodies  in  this  Province  number  some 
fifty-six.  We  shall  miss  their  warm  friendship  and  cordial  handshake 
and  extend  to  friends  and  relatives  our  sincere  and  heartfelt  sympathy. 

Visitations  : 

I  have  officially  visited  the  Bodies  of  the  Rite  in  Vancouver  and 
Victoria.  I  was  unable  to  visit  Vernon  or  Nelson.  I  was  extremely 
sorry  that  owing  to  flood  conditions  I  was  unable  to  visit  the  Vernon 
Lodge  of  Perfection  on  the  occasion  of  their  Reunion,  June  3rd  last. 
From  reports  received,  however,  I  learn  that  the  occasion  was  a  great 
success  and  the  work  well  carried  out  under  the  able  direction  of  Ill.'. 
Brothers  Alex  R.  Smith  33°  and  W.  E.  Megaw  33°,  and  their  staff  of 
officers. 

On  September  26th  last  I  officially  visited  Vancouver  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  introduced  Ill. ’.Brothers  Robert  Clements  and  Andrew 
Coutts  as  newly  coroneted  members  of  Supreme  Council.  The  meeting 
was  well  attended  and  the  Illustrious  Brethren  were  well  received.

I  wish  also  to  pay  tribute  to  the  other  local  members  of  Supreme 
Council  who  have  so  ably  assisted  me  in  my  various  duties. 

Dispensations  : 

November  14th,  1947,  I  issued  a  Dispensation  to  Okanagan  Lodge 
of  Perfection  permitting  them  to  hold  their  regular  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
January  6th,  1948,  instead  of  Thursday,  January  1st,  as  required  by  their 
By-laws. 

February  25th,  1948,  I  issued  a  Dispensation  to  Victoria  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  permitting  them  to  hold  their  Annual  Meeting  for  Election 
and  Installation  of  Officers  on  Friday,  April  2nd,  instead  of  Thursday, 
April  1st.

Increased  interest  continues  to  be  shown  by  the  attendance  at  our 
Easter  gatherings;  Maundy  Thursday  service  was  particularly  well 
attended,  emphasizing  again  the  fact  that  our  membership  is  growing 
beyond  our  accommodation. 

Our  Easter  morning  breakfast,  following  our  Relighting  Ceremonies, 
was  addressed  by  Sov.'. Prince  T.  G.  Norris  18°.  His  subject  “A  Message 
for  Easter”  was  well  delivered,  contained  much  of  interest  to  the  mem¬ 
bers,  and  was  much  appreciated  by  the  Knights  present.

Alberta  Brethren  will  be  delighted  to  have  “the  Loyds”  visit  them 
whenever  the}r  can  make  the  journey;  they  can  always  count  upon  a 
good  hearty  western  welcome,  as  can  also  His  Honour  Mr.  Justice 
Bushnell  and  His  Lady.  Mrs.  Bushnell  is  a  Canadian  by  birth  and  her 
learned  husband  represented  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Juris¬ 
diction  of  the  U.  S.  A.  A  magnetic  personality  and  most  pleasing  man¬ 
ner  made  for  the  Judge  a  friend  in  every  one  he  met. 

Our  Supreme  Council  was  led  by  that  grand  leader  of  men,  our 

M. \P.\ Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Doctor  Douglas  G.  Mcllwraith. 
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Only  a  little  while  later  we  received  the  staggering  news  of  his  tragic 
death,  being  killed  at  a  railway  crossing  in  his  own  city  of  Hamilton. 
The  City  has  lost  one  of  its  most  brilliant  surgeons  and  worthiest 
citizens. 

Douglas  Mcllwraith  brought  to  his  high  office  a  true  concept  of  the 
brotherhood  of  men  and  walking  humbly  with  his  God  lived  as  he  tried 
to  show  his  brethren  and  fellows  how  to  live,  resting  upon  the  promises 
of  his  Heavenly  Father.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  our  Brother  was 
laid  to  rest  attended  by  the  greatest  number  of  Brethren  and  friends 
ever  witnessed  in  Hamilton.  He  was  committed  to  God  by  and  with 
the  Benediction  of  the  Church  he  loved  and  so  faithfully  served,  and 
this  at  the  express  wish  of  his  widow  who  knew  our  Brother’s  earnest 
desire  herein. 

Mrs.  Mcllwraith  was  respected  with  an  affection  second  only  to 
her  husband,  and  to  her  we  extend  our  sincerest  sympathy.  She  will 
enjoy  the  great  consolation  of  being  his  helper,  comforter  and  companion 
for  so  many  years  and  the  knowledge  that  she  was  the  wife  of  one 
whose  name  will  be  honoured  with  her  own  long  after  she  has  re-joined 
him  in  that  better  life  beyond. 

It  was  my  privilege  even  as  it  gave  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to 
be  present  at  an  Organization  Meeting  of  brethren  in  the  new  Valley  of 
Lethbridge  and  to  pass  to  them  the  Dispensation  granted  by  our  late 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  over  the  seal  and  signature  of  our  Grand 
Secretary-General.  At  this  meeting,  held  on  the  13th  of  December,  1947, 
I  was  accompanied  by  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.John  Booth  32°,  T.’.P.’.G.'.M.*.,  Edmon- 
the  Lodge  of  Perfection:  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Robert  G.  Thomson  18°,  T.’.P.’.G.’.M.’., 
Calgary  Lodge  of  Perfection;  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.John  Martland  33°  Commander- 
in-Chief,  Alberta  Consistory;  W.  M.  Peel  33°.  H.  B.  Macdonald  33°  with 
two  bus  loads  of  members  from  Calgary,  Edmonton  and  other  parts  of 
the  Province. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Lethbridge  Brethren  are  exhibit¬ 
ing  the  keenest  interest  in  their  new  Lodge  and  we  can  look  forward  to  a 
very  fine  Body  developing  there. 

The  Calgary  Valley  continues  its  practice  of  conferring  a  degree 
at  every  meeting,  thus  sustaining  the  interest  of  all  the  Brethren.  It 
is  good  to  find  them  restricting  the  work  to  one  degree  a  meeting,  thus 
enabling  the  Lodge  being  closed  at  an  early  hour.  The  number  of  can¬ 
didates  has  equalled  the  records  of  the  previous  years  despite  a  falling 
off  seen  in  other  fields  of  Masonic  activity  following  the  rush  to  join, 
experienced  during  the  years  of  war. 
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The  Field  Day  and  Reunion  at  Calgary  in  January  was  very  well 
attended  and  the  work  appears  to  get  better  every  year,  if  possible. 
There  is  a  very  definite  improvement  visible  in  the  whole  life  of  the 
Rite  here  in  the  Alberta  Valleys.  At  the  Reunion  I  had  the  benefit  of 
the  support  of  the  three  Edmonton  stalwarts,  Illustrious  Brothers  C.  E. 
McManus  33°,  H.  P.  Reid  33°  and  J.  Martland  33°  and  quite  a  number 
of  other  Edmonton  members. 

I  was  not  present  at  the  Installations  in  Calgary  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  or  the  Delta  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  but  understand  they  were 
quite  up  to  the  usual  high  standard  and  performed  by  Ul.’.Bro.’.W.  M.

Recreational  features  have  always  been  fostered  in  our  Valleys  and 
contribute  vastly  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  members  as  well  as  to  the 
good  of  the  Rite  generally.

A  very  suc¬ 
cessful  Bonspiel  was  held  with  the  Henry  Birks’  Trophy  going  to  Ill.*. 
Bro.'.F.  W.  Bye’s  rink  of  Okotoks.  In  Edmonton  social  activities  figure 
very  prominently  throughout  the  year — Ladies’  night  and  the  after-Lodge 
meetings  are  things  to  be  remembered  and  repeated. 

It  has  been  a  delight  for  me  to  serve  the  Rite  for  yet  another  year 
as  Deputy  for  the  Province  and  I  would  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all 
those  Brethren  who  prefer  to  be  nameless,  but  who  have  made  it  possible 
for  me  to  follow,  I  hope  no  less  acceptably,  those  worthy  Masons  who 
have  preceded  me.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

“The  Mosaic  Pavement  reminds  us  of  the  uncertainty  of  all  things 
here  below;  today  we  may  tread  in  the  flowery  meads  of  prosperity; 
tomorrow  we  may  totter  on  the  uneven  paths  of  weakness,  temptation 
and  adversity.” 

With  the  visit  of  Supreme  Council  to  the  West,  marked  by  the 
delightful  pauses  at  Saskatoon,  Moose  Jaw  and  Regina,  it  seemed  a 
pinnacle  had  beeii  attained.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  com¬ 
ment  that  “I  felt  myself  entirely  at  home  among  you”  well  expressed 
the  feeling  that  was  reciprocated  by  Saskatchewan  Brethren  for  him 
and  his  party.  On  February  2nd  when  the  stunning  news  of  his  tragic 
death  was  flashed  to  us  it  then  seemed  as  though  we  had  plummeted 
to  the  depths  of  despair.  He  is  deeply  mourned  by  all  of  our  members 
who  knew  him  and  they  were  many.  His  affability;  kindliness;  and 
good  fellowship  combined  with  his  mastery  of  the  work  of  the  Rite 
and  skill  in  the  art  of  presiding  won  for  him  the  love  and  admiration 
of  the  Brethren  both  young  and  old.  Scottish  Rite  owed  him  a  heavy 
debt  of  gratitude.  “We  cherish  his  memory  in  our  hearts.” 

The  Masonic  year  has  been  a  busy  one  in  my  province.  Eleven 
reunions  have  been  held  by  the  various  Bodies.  In  each  instance  the 
work  has  been  well  exemplified.  The  comment  of  H.  I.  G.,  McCannel  33°, 
whom  I  deputed  to  represent  Supreme  Council  at  the  Rose  Croix  reunion 
at  Regina,  in  reporting  to  me  that  “the  work  was  done  in  a  dignified 
and  impressive  manner,  to  the  delight  of  the  candidates  and  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Brethren  and  was  marked  by  noticeable  refinements  and 
improvements,  making  it  the  best  yet”  might  well  apply  to  all  the  other 
reunions  which  I  attended. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  Consistory  reunion  when  the 
occasion  was  graced  by  the  presence  of  Ill.*. Bro.’. Archibald  and  H.  I.  G. 
McKinley  of  Manitoba  Consistory  and  S.  G.  I.  G.,  W.  D.  Lawrence,  who, 
as  guest  speaker,  delivered  a  delightful  and  challenging  address:  and 
of  the  “Silver  Anniversary”  reunion  of  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection 
with  its  splendid  class  and  very  enjoyable  entertainment.  Each  valley 
held  its  annual  Banquet  and  Ball  when  the  ladies  of  the  Rite  were 
royally  entertained. 

The  exchange  of  official  reywesentatives  of  the  several  Bodies  at 
reunions  has  assisted  in  maintaining  uniformity  in  the  work  as  well  as 
cementing  good  fraternal  relations.  The  meetings  of  the  Consistory  at 
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Moose  Jaw  and  Saskatoon  have  increased  its  influence  and  earned  the 
appreciation  of  Sublime  Princes  living  at  remote  distances  from  its  See. 

Appended  are  statistical  lists  showing  details  of  membership  in  the 
several  Bodies,  each  of  which  shows  satisfactory  increases.  Unusually 
heavy  losses  by  death  (21)  combined  with  an  unprecedentedly  severe 
winter  and  spring  floods  militated  against  greater  gains. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  and  gratification  that  both  the 
Moose  Jaw  Bodies,  although  the  youngest,  smallest  and  serving  the  ter¬ 
ritory  that  suffered  worst  in  the  economic  disaster  of  the  thirties,  lead 
in  increase  of  membership. 

The  faithful  service  and  co-operation  of  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Bodies  is  commended  and  appreciated  by  the  Deputy.  The  notices  of 
meetings  and  the  programmes  for  special  occasions  reflect  good  taste 
and  great  care.  All  returns  have  been  made  and  all  dues  promptly 
remitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

Acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  consistent  courtesy,  support  and 
assistance  given  by  my  brother  Active  and  the  Honoraries  who  have 
accompanied  me  on  official  visits  and  who,  on  request,  have  represented 
Supreme  Council  in  my  stead,  more  particularly  at  the  Easter  cere¬ 
monials. 

Courtesies  extended  by  the  Deputies  for  Manitoba  and  Alberta 
were  deeply  appreciated  by  the  Bodies  interested. 

On  special  invitation  the  Deputy  has  officially  represented  the 
Rite  at  reunions  of  the  Preceptory  and  on  the  official  visit  of  the 
Imperial  Potentate  to  the  local  Shrine. 

Notwithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  the  brethren 
responded  nobly  to  the  directive  regarding  attendance  on  the  Easter 
ceremonials.  Records  of  attendance  appended  disclose  a  substantial 
increase  over  preceding  years. 

Following  the  holiday  “recess”  the  officers  are  now  organizing  their 
forces  to  resume  meetings  and  prepare  for  the  Fall  reunions.  The  crop 
prospects  throughout  the  western  half  of  the  province  are  disappointing 
and  in  the  remainder  are  below  average.  There  is,  however,  ample 
material  available  to  ensure  continued  progress  to  the  end  that  the  Rite 
may  contribute  to  the  achievement  of  Freemasonry’s  great  mission. 

Thus,  only,  can  we  justify  our  continued  existence  and  thus  only 
can  we  continue  to  exist.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ALLOCUTION 
OF  THE  ACTING  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER. 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  : — 

Illustrious  Brethren  : 

The  committee  on  the  Allocution  of  the  Acting  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  reports  as  follows  : 

We  share  with  the  Acting  Grand  Commander  the  pleasure  of 
Supreme  Council  in  meeting  this  year  in  the  beautiful  city  of  London 
and  join  in  sincere  appreciation  of  the  kind  hospitality  of  the  London 
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Brethren  and  the  fine  arrangement  made  for  our  accommodation,  com¬ 
fort  and  entertainment. 

With  full  accord  we  sincerely  concur  in  the  tribute  expressed  to 
the  life  and  work  of  our  late  beloved  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
M.'.P.'.Bro.U Douglas  Gordon  Mcllwraith  33°.  We  recognize  the  in¬ 
adequacy  of  words  to  measure  the  contribution  of  this  eminent  leader 
to  Freemasonry  in  general  and  the  Scottish  Rite  in  particular,  to  his 
country  and  mankind.  We  feel  the  Acting  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s 
brief  tribute  in  reference  to  M.'.P.’.Bro.U Mcllwraith,  in  saying,  “His 
work  is  his  memorial,  for  on  his  high  office  he  left  the  mark  of  excel¬ 
lence.”,  will  find  a  warm  response  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  knew  him. 

We  join  with  the  Acting  Grand  Commander  in  sorrow  and  regret 
at  the  loss  of  those  in  this  Supreme  Council,  Subordinate  Bodies,  and 
Sister  Jurisdictions,  who  have  passed  into  the  “Great  beyond”  since 
last  we  met.  To  all  near  and  dear  to  them  who  mourn  their  loss  we 
extend  our  sincerest  sympathy. 

Your  committee  recognizes  and  appreciates  the  assistance  of  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  for  the  compilation  of  a  very  complete  record 
of  the  late  M.\P.\ Sovereign  Commander’s  official  visits.  There  is 
abundant  evidence  that  the  tours  of  inspection  made  by  our  late  Grand 
Commander  have  been  productive  of  immeasurable  good  both  in  the 
local  Valleys  visited,  and  for  the  Rite  as  a  whole.  We  note  with  par¬ 
ticular  interest  the  account  of  the  visits  to  the  Supreme  Council  Sessions 
of  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.  S.  A.  and  rejoice 
in  the  recognition  given  the  late  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Mcllwraith  by  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  Cowles,  who  invested  him  with  the  highest  honour  of  his 
Supreme  Council  by  receiving  him  as  an  Emeritus  Member  of  Honour. 

We  note  the  references  to  the  Western  Tour  of  last  year  and  record 
our  gratitude  to  Mrs.  E.  B.  Thompson  for  her  account  of  the  journey 
in  her  booklet  entitled  “Three  Happy  Weeks.” 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  work  of  the  Rite  in  Western 
Canada  has  been  given  considerable  impetus  as  a  result  of  the  visit 
of  the  late  Grand  Commander  and  those  who  accompanied  him. 

We  note  with  satisfaction  the  continuance  of  intra- jurisdictional 
contacts  by  the  Acting  Grand  Commander  since  his  assumption  of  office. 

It  is  further  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Fraternal  Relations  of  this 
Supreme  Council  which  have  been  maintained  with  other  Supreme 
Councils  throughout  the  world  through  the  action  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Relations.  We  agree,  however,  with  the  Acting  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  that  due  to  the  very  unsettled  state  of  world  conditions  that 
the  conduct  of  foreign  relations  is  not  only  extremely  difficult  but  that 
our  efforts  in  this  respect  be  carried  on  with  utmost  caution. 
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Your  committee  approves  the  expenditure  made  last  year  for  Ben¬ 
evolences  and  recommends  the  approval  of  an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00 
for  similar  donations  during  the  coming  years. 

We  note  with  satisfaction  the  substantial  increase  in  membership 
and  marked  improvement  in  attendance.  These  are  indications  of 
wholesome  vitality  and  a  keen  interest  in  the  teachings  and  fellowship 
of  the  Bite. 

The  reference  of  the  Acting  Grand  Commander  to  the  relative 
values  of  the  presentation  of  Degrees  at  Reunions  or  at  intervals 
covering  several  months,  is  a  subject  on  which,  we  feel,  there  is  bound 
to  be  difference  of  opinion.  It  would  appear  that  in  a  jurisdiction  so 
far-flung  as  ours  with  such  diversity  of  climate,  vast  distances,  and 
travel  conditions,  that  each  Valley  should  formulate  its  program  to  best 
serve  its  membership.  In  many  instances  the  only  opportunity  for 
members  to  witness  the  degrees  or  meet  with  their  brethren  is  at  Re¬ 
unions.  Of  course  with  urban  dwellers  this  is  not  the  case.  Your 
committee,  however,  begs  to  point  out  the  danger  involved  in  making 
a  distinction  between  “city  folk”  and  “out-of-towners”  or  urban  and 
suburban  candidates. 

Considerable  attention  is  given  by  the  Acting  Grand  Commander 
to  the  perennial  problem  of  making  greater  use  of  the  Honourary  In- 
spectors-General.  We  are  pleased  to  note  that  progress  has  been  made  in 
some  of  the  Provinces  in  this  matter.  Your  committee  recommends  a 
review  of  the  extensive  consideration  given  to  this  subject  in  the 
Allocution  of  1946  as  set  forth  in  the  Proceedings  of  Supreme  Council 
Session  of  that  year,  pages  25-32,  in  which  the  duties,  powers,  pre¬ 
rogatives  and  privileges  of  an  Honourary  Inspector-General  are  clearly 
defined.  We  further  recommend  that  the  employment  of  Honourary 
Inspectors-General,  during  the  recess  of  Supreme  Council,  be  very 
largely  the  responsibility  of  the  Deputies  in  collaboration  with  the 
Actives  in  the  respective  Provinces. 

Your  committee  joins  the  Acting  Grand  Commander  with  hearty 
accord  in  expressing  the  grateful  thanks  of  Supreme  Council  to  the 
Illustrious  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Stuart  H.  Lees  33°  and 
his  able  assistant,  III. *.Bro.\ John  H.  Cuddie  33°,  also  the  capable  office 
secretary  Miss  Marion  Lees.  Our  growing  membership  places  increased 
duties  and  responsibilities  on  the  Grand  Secretary-General’s  office, 
and  we  are  gratified  with  the  efficiency  with  which  all  matters  are 
handled  in  this  office.  We  record  our  appreciation  of  the  Roster  of 
members  which  was  compiled  last  year. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  notes  with  deep  appreciation,  the  call 
of  the  Acting  Grand  Commander,  to  a  rededication  of  ourselves  to  the 
service  of  God,  our  Country  and  Mankind.  He  also  warns  of  some  of 
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the  dangers  lurking  in  the  darkness  of  our  time;  but  since  we  profess 
faith  in  God  and  are  seekers  after  Truth  we  shall  not  only  find  freedom 
for  ourselves — personal,  civil,  intellectual,  religious  and  political — but 
we  shall  help  to  fit  others  for  freedom. 

The  Allocution  which  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  review  began 
by  reminding  us  that  we  meet  under  a  shadow.  Indeed  it  is  a  shadow 
cast  by  a  dark  cloud  of  sorrow,  but  as  we  proceeded  we  observed  that 
the  cloud  was  made  luminous  with  the  reflection  of  the  glory  of  departed 
worth  and  are  challenged  to  look  to  the  East,  toward  the  sunrise  of  a 
brighter  day — a  day  in  whose  dawn  we  are  permitted  to  share — and 
in  the  brightness  whereof  those  who  come  after  us  may  live.

This  being  a  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  Committee,  we  beg 
to  report  to  you  and  through  you  to  Supreme  Council  : 

1.  That  following  its  appointment  at  Calgary  last  year  this  Com¬ 
mittee  met  and  discussed  methods  of  procedure  and  made  a  general 
survey  of  the  Constitution  and  of  copies  of  other  Constitutions  available. 

2.  During  the  year,  research  has  progressed  and  the  chairman  has 
in  course  of  preparation  a  draft  constitution  which  on  completion  will 
be  submitted  to  the  other  members  of  the  Committee  and  thereafter  to 
the  Active  Members  for  study  and  suggestion.  In  this  connection  a 
revised  constitution  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  has  just  come  to  hand 
and  will  merit  further  study. 

3.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  by  the  next  meeting  of  Supreme 
Council  the  draft  constitution  will  be  ready  for  submission  for  amend¬ 
ment  and  for  adoption. 

4.  Several  brethren  have  forwarded  suggestions  for  inclusion  in 
the  revision  and  all  are  invited  to  make  forthwith  similar  contributions 
to  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

Your  Committee  therefore  reports  progress  and  asks  to  be  continued 
for  a  further  year.

AND  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  : — 

Illustrious  Brethren  : 

In  submitting  its  report  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter,  your 
committee  wishes  first  to  recall  to  Council’s  memory  the  revision  decided 
upon  last  year,  affecting  the  opening  paragraphs  of  the  4°  lecture.  This 
was  set  in  type  to  match  that  used  for  the  ritual  books  of  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  printed  for  over  insertion  on  the  existing  pages.  These 
printings  have  belen  distributed  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  take  care 
of  all  outstanding  rituals. 

Another  special  sheet  for  insertion  in  the  Ritual  Section  of  the  32° 
was  also  prepared  and  distributed.  This  embodied  the  Secret  work  of  the 
32°  and  should  make  for  complete  uniformity  throughout  thei  Jurisdiction. 

In  our  report  last  year,  attention  was  directed  to  the  question  of 
different  emblems  on  the  ring,  to  show  that  the  wearer  had  advanced  to 
the  18°  and  to  the  32°.  It  was  suggested  that  consideration  be  given  to 
this  subject  at  the  present  session  of  Supreme  Council  and,  while  no 
directive  was  given  to  your  committee  that  it  bring  in  specific  recom¬ 
mendations  the  report  was  adopted  as  set  out  in  our  1947  Proceedings. 

After  giving  further  serious  consideration  to  this  question  and 
exploring  the  thoughts  of  Council  as  far  as  possible,  we  recommend 
that  no  action  be  taken  as  to  any  change  in  the  14°  ring.

While  this  Report  indicates  that  our  resources  (Cash  and  Invest* 
ments)  have  reached  an  all-time  high,  it  must  be  remembered  that  our 
costs  of  operation  have  been  steadily  increasing  over  the  years,  and 
have  also  reached  an  all-time  high.  Furthermore  at  this  meeting 
Supreme  Council  has  undertaken  to  assume  additional  expenses  in  con¬ 
nection  with  our  Annual  Session.  We  are  experiencing  unusual  pros¬ 
perity.  We  must  look  forward  to  the  day  of  change  in  this  respect,  and 
maintain  appropriate  relationship  between  current  revenue  and  expenses 
in  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  give  reasonably  generous  amounts  to 
worthy  causes  and  maintain  our  institution,  without  encroaching  upon 
capital,  except  in  times  of  great  emergency.

Illustrious  Brethren  : 

The  event  most  outstanding  in  the  affairs  and  constitution  of  the 
Rite  in  Canada  in  the  last  twelve  months  under  review  in  the  reports  of 
the  Illustrious  Deputies,  was  the  tragic  and  sudden  accidental  death  of 
our  revered  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.'.P.’.Bro.*.  Douglas  G. 
Mellwraith.  His  gifted  personality,  keen  intellect,  forthright  integrity, 
abiding  faith,  earnest  friendship,  devotion  to  duty  and  eager  helpful¬ 
ness  to  his  fellowmen  marked  him  as  a  leader.  The  Rite  in  particular 
has  received  benefits  of  inestimable  value  in  the  development  of  a  one¬ 
ness  of  purpose  from  coast  to  coast  through  his  personal  efforts  and 
contacts  during  the  last  five  years.  The  Father  has  called  home  one 
of  His  faithful  sons.  We  believe  there  is  no  death  of  the  spirit,  but 
his  separation  from  us  here  leaves  a  void  in  fraternal  circles,  and  the 
community  he  served  so  unreservedly,  which  cannot  be  compared  to  the 
loss  sustained  by  his  family  circle  in  which  he  was  the  beloved  husband 
and  father  and  friend.  As  ritualist,  councillor,  leader,  and  brother, 
he  will  never  be  forgotten  or  cease  to  be  held  in  affectionate  regard 
by  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  the  Dominion.  Our  loss  has  been  recognised 
and  sympathy  extended  by  many  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  throughout  the 

world.

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An  analysis  of  these  tables  suggests  that  a  steady  growth  has  been 
registered  throughout  the  whole  Jurisdiction  covering  Lodges,  Chapters 
and  Consistories,  with  the  latter  showing  the  greatest  proportioned  in¬ 
crease,  with  32.3%  greater  increase  in  1947. 

Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island  show  the  highest  percentage 
net  gains  in  Lodge  of  Perfection  membership  at  18.1%  while  New 
Brunswick  leads  in  percentage  net  gains  in  Chapter  Membership  with 
13.5%  (having  led  last  year  in  Lodge  membership  increase  with  17.7%) 
and  British  Columbia  leads  in  Consistory  percentage  with  13.2%  just 
ahead  of  both  New  Brunswick  and  Saskatchewan  with  13.0%  each. 

The  ratio  of  the  proportions  of  intermembership  in  Craft,  Lodges 
of  Perfection,  Rose  Croix  Chapters  and  Consistories  remain  practically 
unchanged  in  the  four  year  periods  indicated,  but  fractional  tendencies 
are  perhaps  of  interest  and  worthy  of  note.  For  instance,  there  is  a 
perceptible  falling  off  of  the  number  of  members  in  Lodges  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  as  compared  with  Craft  Lodge  Members  from  1945  to  1948,  not 
much  but  sufficient  to  establish  a  trend  which  should  be  investigated. 
The  same  applies  to  Rose  Croix  membership  and  Lodge  of  Perfection 
membership  as  between  1946  and  1948,  while  in  the  same  period  Con- 
si  stories’  membership  has  progressively  increased  proportionally  to  Rose 
Croix  Membership. 

It  would  seem  that  there  is  still  need  of  study  on  the  part  of 
Supreme  Council  to  afford  encouragement  and  incentive  to  14°  Masons  to 
advance  to  the  18°.  The  trend  towards  the  Consistory  is  now  in  the 
right  direction  showing  consistent  increases,  even  in  the  face  of  con¬ 
siderable  selectivity  in  many  areas  and  difficulties  of  substantial  in¬ 
itiation  fees  (and  often  life  memberships  necessarily  included),  in 
addition  to  travelling  expenses  for  candidates  and  subsequently  as  mem¬ 
bers  attending  Consistory  meetings  at  a  distance  from  their  place  of 
residence  in  broad  Provincial  areas.  It  would  appear  that  Rose  Croix 
membership  does  not  have  these  inherent  difficulties,  so  that  candidates 
must  be  encountering  other  obstacles  which  it  should  be  our  duty  to 
discover  and  endeavour  to  remove.  In  our  Rite,  every  Lodge  member 
should  be  a  Chapter  member  except  in  exceptional  cases  which  could 
account  for  a  very  small  fraction  of  the  over  35%  now  missing  between 
these  degrees. 


The  attendance  at  the  Easter  Ceremonies  by  the  Knights  Rose  Croix 
also  shows  a  further  increase  for  1948

The  statistical  tables  are  printed  showing  a  comparison  by  Provinces 
and  the  overall  attendances  in  percentages  of  me  berships  at  the  cere¬ 
monies  of  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  for  the  last  few  years.  The  low 
percentage  of  attendances  in  the  large  membership  of  Ontario  tends  to 
depress  the  higher  averages  of  the  Western  sections  of  the  Jurisdiction. 
The  fact  that  attendance  at  Easter  is  consistently  lower  by  4% 
reflects,  perhaps,  the  difficulty  of  members  travelling  considerable 
distance  on  Easter  day  although  the  Thursday  evening  observance  could 
be  attended. 

No  comment  was  made  by  any  Deputy  in  the  year’s  reports  on  the 
suggestions  made  last  year  that  Knights  Rose  Croix  at  a  distance  from 
the  Rite  Apartments  should  meet  locally  with  other  Knights  Rose  Croix 
on  these  solemn  occasions  to  fulfill  the  ancient  vow,  and  should  forward 
a  comprehensive  minute  of  the  meeting  to  the  nearest  Chapter.  The 
Feast  could  be  “fraternal”  without  being  “convivial”,  and  of  course  not 
attended  under  these  special  circumstances  by  the  ceremony  of  the 
“Lights”,  which  is  restricted  to  the  Rite  Apartments.  Some  considered 
procedure  to  meet  the  requirements  might  be  suggested  by  Supreme 
Council,  which  would  greatly  assist  and  encourage  such  separated 
Knights  and  greatly  increase  the  registered  attendance,  and  the  spirit 
of  comradeship  in  high  purposes  which  the  statutory  observance  is 
designed  to  instil. 
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It  is  most  encouraging  to  find  that  in  no  reports  of  the  Deputies 
is  any  reference  made  to  any  difficulties  of  administration  or  lack  of 
harmonious  co-operation  within  the  whole  Jurisdiction  of  the  Rite.  On 
the  contrary,  many  state  with  pleasure  the  frequent  inter-change  of 
courtesies  extended,  particularly  to  candidates  from  other  Valleys,  who, 
on  request,  have  received  degrees,  by  courtesy,  in  neighboring  Valleys 
or  Provinces. 

Uniform  praise  is  voiced  of  the  excellent  work  being  done  through¬ 
out  the  Dominion  in  the  exemplification  of  our  degrees  in  the  various 
Valleys,  and  also  of  the  splendid  executive  work  done  by  Presiding 
Officers,  Secretaries  and  those  charged  with  the  financial,  and  routine 
committee  business  of  the  Rite.  This  is  fully  confirmed  by  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  and  his  assistant  Ill. \Bro.\ John  Cuddie,  to  whom 
the  several  statutory  returns  from  all  Bodies  have  been  accurately  and 
promptly  forwarded,  thereby  greatly  facilitating  the  compilation  of  the 
official  reports. 

The  Deputies  report  more  than  usual  activity  during  the  past  year, 
and  many  “Reunions”  exchanges  of  fraternal  visits  between  Valleys 
as  well  as  internationally.  Many  Valleys  have  adopted  some  special 
humanitarian  activity,  such  as  the  “hospital  bed”  idea.  A  “new  member’s 
night”  held  once  a  year  has  been  found  in  some  instances  most  useful 
in  promoting  intimate  fellowship  among  all  the  brethren.  Some  Valleys 
feature  an  annual  banquet  and  dance  for  the  entertainment  of  their 
ladies  and  are  confident  that  these  events  promote  the  interest  of  the 
Rite  both  with  its  members  and  the  community. 

In  some  Provinces  informal  “get-together”  meetings  are  held  at 
different  convenient  points  to  promote  fellowship  locally  and  afford  an 
opportunity  for  Scottish  Rite  Masons  to  forgather  and  discuss  matters 
of  mutual  interest.  In  some  Valleys  special  Church  Services  have  beien 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Rite. 

Several  Deputies  refer  to  the  support  afforded  them  by  the  Hon¬ 
ourary  Inspectors-General,  and  frequent  comment  is  made  to  official 
invitations  received  and  accepted  in  connection  with  “Reunion”  meetings 
of  other  branches  of  the  Masonic  family.  Is  it  possible  that  similar  suit¬ 
able  reciprocal  courtesies  are  neglected  by  us  on  special  Rite  occasions? 
There  seems  to  be  no  specific  mention  of  such  in  any  of  the  reports. 
Cordial  relations  between  all  organizations  of  recognized  Freemasons  are 
most  essential  and  never  more  needed  than  today. 

Some  of  the  reports  extend  sympathy  to  those  who  have  suffered 
fiom  disasters  during  the  year,  particularly  to  those  of  the  flood  areas 
of  British  Columbia.  We  rejoice  with  the  Deputy  for  Nova  Scotia  and 
Prince  Edward  Island  in  the  safe  return  of  M.'.P.’.Bro.'.J.  H.  Winfield 
from  his  terrifying  experience  in  riding  through  a  hurricane  in  his 
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yaclit  off  the  coast  of  Bermuda  last  Fall,  and  join  in  the  prayer  of 
thanksgiving  that  he  is  again  amongst  us  in  Annual  Session,  none  the 
wors^  for  the  ordeal. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  from  the  West  that  the  tour  by  members  of 
Supreme  Council  last  year  from  the  East  to  Victoria  and  back  to  the 
Annual  Session  in  Calgary  with  intermediate  stops  along  the  way, 
created  such  splendid  impressions  both  on  the  part  of  those  who  played 
the  part  of  such  ideal  hosts  and  of  those  who  were  privileged  to  make 
the  journey. 

We  are  delighted  to  observe  the  excellent  progress  made  by  the 
recently  created  Valley  of  Lethbridge  and  extend  best  wishes  for  con¬ 
tinued  growth  and  success. 

One  item  of  special  interest  in  view  of  the  attention  called  in  last 
year’s  report  to  the  pressing  emergencies  created  by  the  inadequacy  of 
the  accommodations  in  many  of  the  Apartments  of  the  Rite,  is  the 
reference  by  one  of  the  Deputies  to  a  dispensation  granted  to  hold  a 
meeting  and  confer  a  degree  in  one  of  the  largest  hotels  in  the  City 
where  sufficient  seating  accommodation  could  be  obtained.  This  ar¬ 
rangement  appears  to  have  met  the  requirements  of  the  comfort  of  the 
brethren  most  adequately  and  acceptably.  It  is  quite  possible  that  such 
action  may  be  the  solution  to  many  local  problems  of  accommodation 
on  special  occasions  such  as  “Reunions”  with  large  attendances  and 
large  classes  in  places  with  small  Lodge  rooms.  If  this  is  the  judgment 
of  Supreme  Council  then  it  would  seem  that  action  should  be  taken  in 
the  matter  of  the  ruling  of  our  late  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 

Alfred  F.  Webster  in  1931  which  reads  “Removal  of  Warrant” — “I 
found  it  necessary  to  recall  to  the  brethren  that  the  warrant  for  a 
subordinate  lodge  cannot  be  taken  away  from  the  lodge  room  and  used 
as  authority  to  hold  meetings  elsewhere.  I  ruled  that  without  a  dispen¬ 
sation  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  which  should  be  granted 
only  in  very  special  circumstances,  no  subordinate  body  has  a  right  to 
hold  a  meeting  to  confer  degrees  or  for  any  other  purpose  except  in  the 
Valley  or  locality  in  which  it  is  established  by  its  charter  or  warrant 
of  constitution.” 

Your  committee  has  felt  the  great  responsibility  intrusted  to  them 
in  the  compilation  of  this  report  and  have,  through  the  Chairman,  re¬ 
quested  all  the  Active  Members  to  participate  in  the  work  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  by  contributing  whatever  suggestions  or  observations  on  the 
“State  of  The  Rite”  which  might  be  generally  helpful,  the  Deputies,  of 
course,  having  contributed  to  this  purpose  directly  by  their  reports  which 
have  just  been  received. 

In  addition  we  now  have  pleasure  in  presenting  two  specific  suggest¬ 
ions  for  consideration  from  the  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan  as  follows —

GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 


1.  That  there  be  compiled  annually  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General 
a  list  of  departed  Brethren  together  with  their  Lodge  of  Perfection  and 
that  such  list  be  published  on  suitable  memorial  paper  pages  in  the 
Annual  Proceedings  as  is  done  in  Grand  Lodges. 

2.  That  Supreme  Council  furnish  without  charge  to  each  H.  I.  G. 
and  to  each  S.  G.  I.  G.  on  his  attaining  the  respective  rank,  a  certificate 
thereof  similar  in  form  to  that  issued  to  members  of  the  subordinate 
bodies. 

From  correspondence  with  the  other  Actives  who  replied  expressing 
their  thoughts  on  relevant  matters  connected  with  the  “State  of  the 
Rite”,  the  following  have  been  selected  for  your  consideration  and 
appropriate  action  but  without  specific  acknowledgment  of  their  source: — 

1.  What  is  the  proper  answer  to  the  question,  “Why  is  there  no 
“Chaplain”  or  equivalent  officer  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection?  Craft 
Lodges,  Rose  Croix  Chapters,  Consistories  and  Supreme  Council  all  have 
appropriate  officers  for  this  duty  of  thanksgiving  and  intercession,  to 
which  the  brethren  have  become  accustomed. 

2.  Attention  is  called  to  the  obvious  tendency  in  the  Rite  towards 
placing  executive  responsibility  on  men  in  the  higher  age  brackets  when 
younger  men,  properly  trained,  could  possibly  enlist  into  the  ranks  of 
the  Rite,  more  young  Masons  of  the  type  likely  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  Rite  and  to  keep  it  virile  without  sacrificing  the  experience  and 
the  judgment  of  those  of  very  long  Masonic  training  and  service. 

3.  While  the  Rite  is  Dominion-wide  in  its  Jurisdiction,  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions  of  Craft  Masonry  are  Provincial  and  special  attention 
should  be  given  to  foster  and  maintain  the  fullest  and  most  cordial  and 
co-operative  relations  in  all  areas  of  Jurisdiction  and  with  all  branches 
of  the  Masonic  fraternity. 

4.  It  is  suggested  that  the  best  recommendation  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  to  Craft  Masons  and  the  community  is  the  typei  of  life  and  conduct 
exemplified  by  Rite  members  in  their  daily  walks  of  life, — at  work,  at 
worship,  or  at  play,  equally  in  the  moments  of  action  and  relaxation. 

5.  There  should  be  steady  encouragement  given  to  Craft  Masons 
to  join  the  Rite  if  they  are  in  a  position  to  render  any  service  to  the 
advancement  of  the  Order  and  the  welfare)  of  their  fellowmen. 

6.  The  opinion  is  expressed  that  Supreme  Council  should  immed¬ 
iately  take  the  necessary  steps  to  thoroughly  survey  every  area  of  the 
Dominion  and  particularly  Newfoundland  enlisting  the  active  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  H.  I’s;  G.  to  ascertain  where  additional  Valleys  can  be 
instituted  for  the  extension  of  the  Rite  and  the  promotion  of  the  inter- 
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ests  of  Freemasonry  in  communities  where  Craft  Masonry  is  established 
and  the  brethren  are  dedicated  to  those  things  for  which  the  Rite  stands. 

In  closing,  your  committee  would  reiterate  that  the  Rite  has  just 
completed  a  most  satisfactory  year  both  from  the  standpoint  of  mem¬ 
bership  statistics,  financial  progress  and  fraternal  association.  Our 
ideals  are  high  and  our  efforts  to  attain  them  praiseworthy.  But  in 
comparison  with  the  tremendous  task  facing  our  generation,  we  cannot 
justly  assay  our  contribution  as  effective  leaven  in  a  materialistic  world 
terribly  afraid  of  the  magnitude  and  potentialities  of  the  things  it  has 
invented. 

Peace  has  not  come  to  Earth  or  good  will  among  men,  although 
the  guns  of  the  Allies  ceased  firing  over  three  years  ago.  Thei  Second 
World  War  started  as  a  “phony  war”,  proceeded  to  the  most  terrible 
War  in  man’s  history,  and  continues  as  a  “Cold  War”  in  which  the 
armaments  have  to  be  thosei  of  the  spirit  as  well  as  of  the  flesh,  and 
men  must  be  garrisoned  for  the  ordeal  as  never  before,  A  “mediator” 
has  once  more  been  slain  in  the  “Holy  Land”  and  the  world  seems  stun¬ 
ned  as  history  repeats  itself  and  innocent  blood  continues  to  be  shed. 
And  yet  the  “Crown  of  Thorns”  and  not  the  jewelled  diadem  is  the 
highest  mark  of  man’s  attainment.  Not  what  he  amasses  in  material 
things  for  himself,  but  what  he  accomplishes  for  the  betterment  of 
others  is  the)  lasting  hallmarks  of  true  worth.  The  Great  Exemplar 
could  have  called  the  hosts  of  Heaven  to  His  defence  but  He  chose  a 
shameful  death  and  seeming  defeat  at  the  hands  of  His  enemies,  that 
love  might  conquer  hate,  and  the  power  of  the  spirit  might  ultimately 
vanquish  the  tyranny  of  the  sword,  that  Right  might  triumph  over  Wrong. 

These  are1  also  the  teachings  of  our  Rite.  May  we  and  our  brethren 
so  live  and  act  our  several  parts  that  we  may  contribute  to  the  advance 
of  this  eternal  purpose. 

“Lead  us,  heavenly  Father,  lead  us 
O’er  the  World’s  tempestuous  sea; 

Guard  us,  guide  us,  keep  us,  feed  us, 

For  we  have  no  help  but  Thee; 

Yet  possessing  every  blessing, 

If  our  God  our  Father  be.”

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This  report  was  presented  by  Ill.’.Bro.’.C.  M.  Pitts  33° 
and  at  his  suggestion  there  was  considerable  discussion  in 
regard  to  several  subjects.  Amongst  those  taking  part  in 
the  discussion  were  Ill. ‘.Bros. '.Cunningham,  Russell, 
Mackie,  Simpson,  Marshall,  Winfield,  Ditmars  and  Pow. 
From  the  ideas  presented,  Ill. '.Bro.h Pitts  felt  that  a  couple 
of  slight  changes  in  the  report  might  be  acceptable  and  on 
motion,  the  report  of  his  committee  was  received  and 
adopted. 

On  motion,  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  list  of 
officers  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  should  include  a  Chap¬ 
lain  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the 
Statutes. 

After  considerable  discussion  in  reference  to  the 
request  of  several  of  the  subordinate  Bodies  for  permission 
to  change  their  place  of  meeting  from  the  regular  Lodge 
room  to  a  hotel  room  or  some  other  place  with  larger  and 
better  accommodation  or  to  some  building  situated  outside 
of  the  home  city  of  the  Body,  it  was  on  motion,  resolved — 

1.  Whereas  because  of  rapidly  increasing  membership  and 

prohibitive  costs  of  building,  the  regular  Lodge  Room 
accommodation  provided  for  meetings  of  the  several 
Bodies  of  the  Rite  is  from  time  to  time  wholly  in¬ 
adequate. 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  permit  meetings  to  be 
opened  and  held  in  more  commodious  meeting  places, 
although  such  places  may  not  have  been  dedicated  to 
the  use  of  Freemasonry: 

Wherefore  be  it  resolved : 

That  on  request  of  the  Presiding  Officer,  the  Deputy, 
on  being  satisfied  that  the  proposed  meeting  place 
will  be  securely  tyled,  shall  make  application  through 
the  Grand  Secretary-General  to  the  M.‘.P.\ Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  who,  in  his  discretion  and  pur¬ 
suant  to  Sec.  12,  Art.  28  Statutes  and  Regulations, 
may  grant  his  Dispensation  to  open  and  hold  meet¬ 
ings  of  Bodies  of  the  Rite  in  such  places  as  he  may 
therein  designate. 

2.  Whereas  many  members  are  resident  at  great  distances 

from  the  location  of  meeting  places  of  Bodies  of  the 
Rite  as  defined  in  their  Warrants  of  Constitution : 
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And  whereas  it  is  desirable  in  order  to  enable  such 
members  to  attend  meetings  from  time  to  time,  to 
permit  the  opening  and  holding  of  meetings  of  the 
Body  at  places  other  than  the  said  defined  location: 

Wherefore  be  it  resolved : 

That  on  request  of  the  Presiding  Officer,  the  Deputy 
on  being  satisfied  that  the  proposed  meeting  place  is 
suitable  and  will  be  securely  tyled  shall  make  applica¬ 
tion  through  the  Grand  Secretary-General  to  the  M.\ 
P.\ Sovereign  Grand  Commander  who,  in  his  dis¬ 
cretion  and  pursuant  to  Sec.  12,  Art.  28  Statutes  and 
Regulations,  may  grant  his  Dispensation  to  open  and 
hold  meetings  of  Bodies  of  the  Rite  in  locations  other 
than  those  defined  in  their  Warrants  of  Constitution, 
but  only  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of 
Supreme  Council. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  read  telegram  messages 
from  several  distinguished  brethren  and  by  direction  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  these  were  to  be  suitably 
acknowledged. 

Supreme  Council  adjourned  at  12:80  p.m. 

Luncheon  was  served  at  the  Hotel  London  and  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  introduced  Ill. ’.Bro. '.George 
A.  Newbury  33°,  Grand  Treasurer^General  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Northern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  who  spoke  on 
“Masonic  Fellowship”.  His  address  was  very  timely  and 
much  appreciated  by  the  large  audience.  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Newbury 
had /some  very  kind  words  to  say  regarding  the  excellence 
of  the  work  done  in  our  Supreme  Council  and  in  the  subord¬ 
inate  Bodies  which  it  had  been  his  pleasure  from  time  to 
time  to  visit.  He  brought  further  greetings  from  his 
Supreme  Council,  particularly  from  his  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  M.'.P.h Bro. '.Johnson  33°. 

M.’.P.*. Bro. '.Ross  extended  our  thanks  and  appreci¬ 
ation  and  our  sincere  wish  for  further  visits  from  Ill. ’.Bro.’. 
Newbury.

On  motion,  this  report  was  received  and  adopted. 
BENEVOLENT  GRANTS 

On  motion,  of  Ill.’.Bro.’.H.  T.  Malcolmson  33°,  seconded 
by  Howard  B.  Moore  33°,  and  carried,  a  sum  of  not  more 
than  $10,000  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  and  his  Committee  on  Benevolence,  to  be 
used  for  such  charitable  or  benevolent  purposes  as  they  may 
approve. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  regret  it  is  unable  to  give  you 
any  first  hand  information  concerning  the  Supreme  Councils  with  whom 
we  are  in  amity,  because  the  Representatives  of  these  Councils  again 
report  that  they  have  not  received  any  information  regarding  happenings 
between  our  Session  in  1947  and  the  present  time. 

One  or  two  Councils  have  sent  lists  of  officers,  another  expressed 
regret  at  being  unable  to  attend  this  Session  of  our  Council. 

In  our  report  of  1947  we  mentioned  that  it  had  been  suggested  by 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  France  that  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Canada  should  organize  a  universal  conference  of  Supreme  Councils  of 
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the  world.  Your  Committee  gave  this  subject  serious  consideration  and 
reported  in  part, — “It  is  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  until  Masonic  and 
political  conditions  in  Europe  are  in  more  stable  condition,  we  should 
move  slowly”.  The  same  opinion  prevails  today. 

Eegarding  the  suggestion  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Cuba  for  a 
meeting  of  the  Supreme  Councils  of  North  and  South  America  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1947,  from  the  Proceedings  both  of  the  Northern  and  Southern 
Supreme  Councils  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  suggestion  was 
not  acted  upon,  no  doubt  owing  to  “the  world  conditions  being  too 
chaotic  to  indicate  a  success”. 

Unfortunately,  our  late  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  did  not  leave 
a  memorandum  or  any  notes  of  his  conference,  if  one  was  held  either 
with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  North  or  South. 

The  Chairman  of  this  Committee  was  honoured  by  his  appointment 
as  the  Eepresentative  of  the  Acting  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
P.’.Bro/.Geo.  H.  Eoss  33°,  at  the  Meeting  of  the  Northern  Supreme 
Council  in  Boston,  Mass.,  September  28th,  29th  and  30th,  1948,  and  was 
joined  there  by  the  following  Illustrious  Brethren  of  our  Council:  J. 
H.  Winfield,  Stuart  H.  Lees,  Fred  L.  Wallace,  Walter  H.  Bussell,  Active 
Members,  and  Axel  H.  Knutson  and  C.  F.  Jubien,  Honourary  Members. 
We  were  officially  received  and  most  hospitably  taken  care  of.  From 
the  Allocution  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  other  reports, 
we  learned  that  there  were  almost  345,000 — 14°  Masons  and  more  than 
332,000 — 32°  Masons  in  the  jurisdiction.  We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining 
a  copy  of  the  Eeport  of  the  Foreign  Eelations  Committee.  This  dealt 
with  Austria  and  Germany,  but  we  are  not  in  amity  with  either  Council. 
Evidently  the  Northern  Council  is  in  correspondence  with  Greece,  even 
though  it  “has  retained  complete  authority  over  the  Grand  Lodge  ritual” 
and  this  is  considered  “as  an  invasion  of  Grand  Lodge  sovereignty”. 
Note  the  designation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  viz:  “Grand  Lodge  of  Greece 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Bite”. 

The  Council  recognizes  the  Supreme  Council  of  Italy  of  which  Ill.*. 
Bro.’.Tito  Signorelli  33°  is  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  Ill.'.Bro.’. 
Lorenzo  Pagani  33°  is  the  Chancellor-Secretary. 

In  Mexico  there  has  been  a  union  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
North,  at  Monterrey,  with  the  regular  Supreme  Council  of  Mexico,  having 
its  See  at  Mexico  City.  We  are  in  amity  with  Mexico  and  Ill.'.Bro.'.L. 
F.  Eiggs  33°  is  their  Eepresentative  at  our  Council. 

In  the  Philippines  there  is  an  organization  which  styles  itself  “The 
Gran  Oriente  Filipino”.  This  is  not  recognized  because  the  Philippines 
is  under  the  Southern  Supreme  Council.  The  Deputy  of  Philippines, 
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Ill.’.Bro.'.F.  H.  Stevens  33°,  whom  we  met  at  Boston  in  September,  in¬ 
formed  me  there  is  a  movement  to  have  a  Supreme  Council  of  their  own, 
now  that  they  have  their  independence  as  a  nation.  He  informed  me  he 
would  send  me  a  book  on  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Philippines. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Spain,  in  exile,  is  operating  from  Mexico, 
wTith  the  consent  of  the  regular  Supreme  Council  of  Mexico.  When  in 
Boston  we  met  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Lieut. '.Grand 
Commander,  the  latter  only  could  speak  English.  This  Council  is 
evidently  recognized  by  the  Northern  Supreme  Council  because  the  two 
Representatives  were  officially  received  and  attended  nearly  all  the 
Sessions. 

Owing  to  correspondence  received,  your  Committee  strongly  recom¬ 
mend  that  official  recognition  be  held  in  abeyance. 

This  Council  asked  for  the  names  of  our  members  with  addresses 
and  other  information.  Our  Council  does  not  furnish  such  information. 
We  might  quote  from  the  statement  of  Ill. '.Bro.'. Cowles  33°  in  his 
Allocution  in  1947  Proceedings,  in  his  comments  on  Spain  in  exile,  he 
says:  “If  there  is  any  Supreme  Council  that  needs  not  only  our  sympathy 
but  our  moral  and  physical  help,  it  is  that  of  unfortunate  Spain,  still  in 
exile  in  the  City  of  Mexico.’’  Even  with  this  strong  plea  from  so 
eminent  and  well  posted  authority  on  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry,  your 
Committee  still  adhere  to  our  aforementioned  recommendation. 

At  present  we  have  no  official  Representative  from  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Italy,  nor  a  Representative  at  that  Council.  This  no  doubt 
is  on  account  of  the  suppression  of  Freemasonry  by  Mussolini,  and  re¬ 
nunciation  of  Masonry  by  Palermi,  who  was  head  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
and  many  so-called  Supreme  Councils  that  seemed  to  have  sprung  up 
from  all  kinds  of  sources,  your  Committee  recommends  no  further  action 
at  the  present  time.  For  the  information  of  the  younger  members  of 
our  Council,  Raoul  V.  Palermi  was  made  an  Honourary  Member  of  our 
Supreme  Council  when  we  met  in  Ottawa  in  1921.  The  Chairman  has  a 
vivid  recollection  of  the  conversation  carried  on  in  French  between 
Sov.'.Gr.'. Commander  J.  Alex.  Cameron  and  Palermi. 

Insofar  as  the  Supreme  Councils  in  South  America,  this  Committee 
recommend  that  the  status  quo  be  continued. 

When  in  Boston  we  met  V.’. Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Lord  Saltoun,  Grand 
Treasurer-General  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scotland,  and  learned  from 
him  that  the  Rite  is  progressing  in  his  land.  England,  Ireland  and 
Scotland  work  in  close  co-operation.  The  bodies  are  very  conservative 
and  in  the  Consistories  particularly  in  the  30°,  31°  and  32°  there  are 
limits  as  to  numbers.  In  fact  your  Chairman  was  informed  by  a  30° 
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brother  from  Scotland,  who  visited  the  Valley  of  Montreal  that  if  he 
received  the  31°  in  six  or  seven  years,  he  would  consider  himself 
fortunate. 

We  have  a  printed  circular  dated  October  13th,  1947,  over  the  names 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  Belgium,  France,  Holland  and 
Switzerland,  addressed  to  the  Supreme  Councils  on  the  North  and  South 
American  continents  as  well  as  Greece  and  Yugoslavia  reporting  on  the 
meeting  held  in  Lausanne  on  August  28th  and  29tli,  1947.  They  propose 
a  meeting  of  an  international  conference  of  all  recognized  Supreme 
Councils,  and  they  suggest  that  the  oldest  and  most  powerful  Supreme 
Councils  are  in  the  best  position  to  undertake  the  heavy  and  honourable 
task  of  organizing  the  conference.  Again  your  Committee  reiterates 
the  opinion  that  until  political,  economical,  and  Masonic  conditions  are 
more  stabilized  we  in  Canada  should  not  enter  into  such  an  arrangement. 

In  our  report  of  1947,  we  recommended  that  our  Supreme  Council 
enter  into  amicable  and  fraternal  relations  with  the  National  Grand 
Lodge  of  Sweden.  Accordingly  correspondence  followed  with  Most  Wor. 
Bro.  Rolf  Von  Heidenstam,  K.C.,  V.O.,  11°,  Grand  Secretary  oF  the 
National  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden,  who  on  behalf  of  his  Supreme  Council 
extended  the  thanks  of  his  National  Body  for  our  proposal  of  exchanging 
Representatives  and  suggested  as  our  Representative  near  their  Grand 
Lodge,  Mr.  Eric  A.  Hallin,  Lord  in  Waiting  with  His  Majesty  King 
Gustaf  V,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  National  Grand  Lodge  and  Letters 
Patent  of  Credence  were  sent  to  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Hallin  from  our  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary-General’s  office.  In  turn  we  suggested  the  appointment  of  Ill.'. 
Bro. '.William  Carey  Ditmars  33°,  our  Deputy  for  British  Columbia,  as  the 
Representative  of  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden  in  our  Supreme 
Council  and  this  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden 
and  if  Bro. '.Ditmars  has  not  already  received  his  Letters  of  Credence  he 
no  doubt  will  have  them  very  shortly.

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M.\P.\BRO.\ DOUGLAS  GORDON  McIL WRAITH,  M.B.  33° 

On  the  morning  of  the  2nd  February,  1948,  the  com¬ 
munity  of  Hamilton  was  shocked  by  the  news  of  the  tragic 
death  of  Dr.  Douglas  Gordon  Mcllwraith,  our  beloved 
Sovereign  Grand  'Commander;  and  the  uncanny  speed  of 
modern  communications  carried  the  sad  message  to  the  host 
of  loving  friends  across  the  whole  continent. 

In  the  course  of  his  daily  round  when  driving  across  a 
level  railway  crossing,  his  car  was  struck  by  a  gas  electric 
railway  coach  and  the  doctor  was  instantly  killed. 

Douglas  Gordon  Mcllwraith  was  born  in  Hamilton,  On¬ 
tario  on  the  11th  March,  1879,  the  eldest  son  of  James 
Gordon  Mcllwraith  and  Anna  Lanceley.  He  received  his 
education  in  the  Hamilton  public  schools,  the  Central  Col¬ 
legiate  Institute  and  the  University  of  Toronto  where  he 
graduated  in  medicine,  as  a  medallist,  in  1901.  After  one 
and  one-half  years  in  post  graduate  study  he  began  to  prac¬ 
tice  medicine  in  Binbrook,  Ontario,  and  was  a  successful 
country  doctor  in  that  area  for  seven  years.  In  1909  the 
doctor  returned  to  Hamilton,  his  native  city,  where  he  en¬ 
joyed  a  very  successful  and  happy  practice  up  to  his  most 
regrettable  and  untimely  demise. 

The  doctor  was  a  member  of  the  medical  staff  of  the 
Hamilton  General  Hospital  and  a  past  chairman  of  that 
staff.  He  was  the  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  of 
the  same  hospital  from  1915  to  1940.  He  was  associate 
coroner  for  the  County  of  Wentworth. 

In  November,  1903,  Dr.  Mcllwraith  married  Miss  Ida 
A.  Howard,  of  Toronto.  Four  daughters  and  one  son  (de¬ 
ceased)  blessed  their  union.  He  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Mcll¬ 
wraith,  their  four  daughters,  Mrs.  John  H.  F.  Turner  of 
Montreal,  Que.,  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Doolittle  of  Toronto;  Mrs. 
William  C.  Hassel  of  Hamilton  and  Miss  Helen  Douglas 
Mcllwraith,  at  present  engaged  in  Red  Cross  work  in 
Calgary,  Alta,  two  brothers,  William  of  London,  England; 
Alex.  H.  of  Toronto,  Ontario;  a  sister,  Bessie,  in  Toronto, 
and  five  grandchildren. 

He  was  brought  up  in  the  Presbyterian  faith,  the  faith 
of  his  fathers,  and  was  a  man  of  intense  religious  convic¬ 
tions.  Christened  in  MacNab  Street  Presbyterian  Church, 
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he  continued  .  a  member,  deeply  devoted  to  her  welfare, 
throughout  his  lifetime;  and  was  ordained  an  elder  in  1910. 

In  1910  he  was  gazetted  an  officer  in  the  Canadian 
Army  Medical  Corps  and  was  attached  to  the  12th  Field 
Ambulance,  of  which  he  became  the  Officer  Commanding 
in  1915 :  from  1915  to  1917  he  was  the  O.C.  of  the  local  mili¬ 
tary  hospital  with  the  rank  of  Major. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Hamilton  Golf  and  Country 
Club  and  dearly  loved  the  game  and  its  associations.  The 
doctor  was  a  past  member  of  the  Hamilton  Rotary  Club  and 
was  also  an  honourary  member  of  the  Hamilton  Police 
Department. 

Next  to  his  church,  Freemasonry  occupied  and  was  a 
great  part  of  his  life :  indeed  it  can  be  said  that  he  was  the 
personification  of  the  “ideal  Mason”.  His  Masonic  history 
is  long,  full  of  interest  and  great  achievement. 

Initiated  into  Craft  Freemasonry  in  Harmony  Lodge 
No.  57,  Binbrook,  Ontario,  in  May,  1903 — Worshipful 
Master  of  his  Lodge,  1906 — Secretary  1907-1908 — he  re¬ 
tained  a  lively  interest  in  his  mother  lodge  always.  On  re¬ 
moving  to  Hamilton  he  became  an  affiliated  Past  Master  in 
The  Lodge  of  Strict  Observance  No.  27,  Hamilton,  in  1910. 

Exalted  in  Hamilton  Chapter  No.  175,  R.A.M.,  21st 
November,  1916,  and  by  special  legislation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  was  installed  Past  “Z”  of  Hamilton  Chapter  in 
1943. 

Admitted  into  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  7th  January, 
1922 :  he  was  by  letters  patent  from  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
Edinburgh  made  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Royal 
Order  of  Scotland,  in  1937.  This  exalted  office  he  occupied 
with  honour  and  distinction  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

It  is  in  the  annals  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  that  the 
name  of  Douglas  Gordon  Mcllwraith  will  live  forever  and 
scintillate  as  one  of  her  brightest,  ablest  and  most  beloved 
sons  and  leaders.

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In  the  “Hamilton  Spectator”  of  February  3rd,  1948, 
appeared  the  following  tribute: 

“There  is  a  sadness  among  the  people  of  this  city  today 
and  it  is  as  deep  and  genuine  as  the  man  they  mourn.  Hard 
as  it  is  to  believe  that  Dr.  Douglas  Mcllwraith  is  gone 
— taken  suddenly  in  a  shocking  traffic  mishap — it  would 
be  more  difficult  to  add  anything  to  the  tributes  that  will 
come  from  so  many  hearts  and  out  of  so  many  homes  in 
Hamilton.  And  that,  we  think,  is  the  way  Dr.  Mcllwraith, 
who  brought  his  healing  hand  and  ,his  great  integrity  and 
understanding  to  his  calling,  would  want  it.  Few  men  in 
this  community  or  any  other  ever  had  more  confidence  and 
affection  than  he  had  from  the  people  who  trust  so  much  of 
their  own  personal  destiny  and  that  of  their  loved  ones  to 
the  word  of  a  family  doctor. 

If  he  were  known  then  as  a  family  doctor,  it  makes  the 
term  itself  an  inspiring  one.  For  this  role  runs  far  ahead 
of  the  progress  of  medical  science,  which  is  great,  to  the 
realm  of  character  and  honour,  which  is  much  greater.  And 
they  are  not  merely  abstractions  when  linked  with  men  like 
Dr.  Mcllwraith,  but  they  create  a  real  and  enduring  force, 
that  will  be  remembered  when  achievement  by  itself  is 
forgotten. 

That  is  why  it  is  not  possible  to  measure  the  sense  of 
loss  that  will  now  be  so  profoundly  felt  in  those  little,  yet  all 
important,  worlds  that  men  and  women  and  children  know 
as  the  family;  to  which  Dr.  Mcllwraith  was  more  than  a 
physician  giving  assurance  and  hope.  He  epitomized  the 
rugged  sincerity  that  is  such  a  proud  trait  of  his  race;  a 
sincerity  that  allows  no  compromise  and  brooks  no  sham. 
And  they  believed  in  him. 

Could  any  tribute  be  more  full  of  meaning ?  Here  a 
man  who  could  not  have  given  much  more  nor  asked  less  in 
the  fulfillment  of  his  duty  was  honored  in  the  certain 
knowledge  that  trust  and  affection  for  him  were  one;  one  in 
the  hearts  of  so  many  across  the  country,  but  most  of  all  in 
the  city  where  he  lived — a  city  of  people  who  hold  his 
memory  close  to  them  and  understand  how  much  he  gave 
to  them.” 

On  the  morning  of  the  5th  February,  1948,  after  a 
private  service  for  the  family  at  the  home,  his  mortal 
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remains  were  conveyed  to  MacNab  Street  Presbyterian 
Church  to  lie  in  state  until  2  p.m,.  when  the  funeral  service 
was  held.  The  beautiful  house  of  God  was  filled  to  over¬ 
flowing  with  sorrowing  friends — patients,  nurses,  members 
of  the  clerical,  the  medical  and  legal  professions,  civic 
officials,  men  and  women  from  every  walk  of  life. 

Members  of  the  Craft,  The  Grand  Master  and  many 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  the  P.\ Lieut. ‘.Grand  Commander  and  Many  Active 
and  Honourary  Members  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  & 
A.S.R.  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  representatives  from 
the  Masonic  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States,  all  were 
assembled  in  the  hallowed  sanctuary  to  pay  their  last 
respects  to  their  friend. 

The  minister,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes  Thomson,  conducted 
the  service.  P.'.Bro.'. George  H.  Ross  33°,  Lieut. '.Grand 
Commander  and  now  Acting  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  for  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  read  the  lesson.  Ill. *.Bro.*. Very  Rev.  Malcolm  A. 
Campbell  33°,  minister  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Montreal,  offered  prayer,  and  Ill. *.Bro.’. Very  Rev.  Beverley 
Ketchen,  minister  of  MacNab  Street  Presbyterian  Church 
for  over  forty  years  (now  retired)  paid  this  loving  tribute: 

“ For  me  another  golden  link  with  MacNab  Street  has 
been  broken  with  stunning  abruptness.  Only  once  or  twice 
in  my  life  did  I  get  a  greater  shock  than  when  I  received  a 
long  distance  call  informing  me  of  the  tragic  death  of  this 
great  personal  friend.  Those  of  you  who  knew  of  our 
peculiarly  intimate  friendship  will  realize  how  painfully 
difficult  my  present  task  is.  Twice  within  a  month  I  have 
had  to  stand  here  for  the  same  regrettable  duty  and  how 
little  /  thought  three  weeks  ago  that  I  would  be  engaged  in 
this  sad  service  today.  On  that  occasion  the  genial  doctor, 
with  characteristic  considerateness,  took  me  to  his  home 
after  the  funeral  of  the  Hon.  T.  B.  McQuesten  and  we  had 
one  of  those  refreshing,  stimulating  and  enriching  conver¬ 
sations  which  will  ever  be  among  my  most  cherished 
memories. 

Very  seldom,  I  dare  say,  has  the  city  been  more  greatly 
shocked.  In  practically  every  Canadian  city  and  many  cities 
in  the  United  States,  the  news  of  the  tragedy  would  be  re¬ 
ceived  with  profound  sorrow  and  a  sense  of  almost  irrepar¬ 
able  loss. 
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For  Dr.  Mcllwraith  was  a  remarkable  man  and  the 
Masonic  fraternity  in  this  country  has  lost  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  and  idealistic  members  it  has  ever  had.  That  is  a 
broad  statement  I  know,  but  it  is  not  the  unconsidered  exag¬ 
geration  of  a  posthumous  eulogy.  His  Masonic  work  was 
not  only  conspicuous,  it  almost  challenged  comparison — at 
times  it  seemed  to  me  miraculous. 

A  fine  classical  scholar,  with  a  mind  enriched  by  wide 
reading  of  the  best  literature,  with  his  high  ideals  of  ritual¬ 
istic  beauty  and  with  his  irreproachable  character,  his  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  literature,  work,  and  influence  of  Masonry 
was  invaluable  and  immeasurable. 

How  he  did  it  all  and  how  he  found  time  to  do  so  much 
is  one  of  the  mysteries  of  human  capacity.  I  never  ceased 
to  wonder  how  a  single  head  could  carry  all  he  knew.  So 
exceptionally  endowed  ivas  he  with  intellectual  gifts  that 
he  would  have  made  an  outstanding  success  of  almost  any 
line  of  human  enterprise.  As  it  was  he  excelled  in  many 
fields.  It  might  be  said  of  him  as  was  said  of  Goldsmith, 
that  “he  touched  nothing  that  he  did  not  adorn”. 

A  multitude  in  this  city  and  neighbourhood  will  remem¬ 
ber  ivith  affection  and  gratitude  the  kindly  skilful  physician 
who  brought  them  or  their  children  into  the  world  and 
whose  professional  visits  to  their  homes  brought  medicine 
for  the  mind  as  well  as  the  body.  Dr.  Mcllwraith  was  an 
admirable  type  of  the  “family  physician” — a  type  which  in 
this  age  of  specialization  is  becoming  more  and  more  rare. 
He  added  that  “extra  touch”  to  professional  services  which 
characterized  the  Great  Physician  of  Galilee — The  Healer 
was  a  sympathetic  friend,  interested  in  more  than  bodies. 

Thousands  of  nurses  will  never  forget  the  amazingly 
clever  teacher  whose  wit  and  humour  and  good  natured 
sarcasm  made  his  lectures  extraordinarily  interesting .  Hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  Masons  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States  will  mourn  the  loss  of  the  most  brilliant  craftsman 
they  ever  knew — one  who  like  Hiram,  put  the  lily  work  on 
the  tops  of  the  pillars. 

In  this  church  he  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  its  most 
loyal  members.  I  am  only  one  of  many  who  will  find  it 
difficult  to  picture  MacNab  Street  without  his  familiar 
figure  and  who  will  never  be  able  to  look  at  his  vacant  seat 
xvithout  a  painful  sense  of  loss. 
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Dr.  Mcllwraith  loved  this  old  church  in  which  he  was 
baptized.  He  loved  its  traditions:  it  was  sanctified  by  so 
many  memories  and  associations.  For  a  busy  physician  the 
regularity  of  his  attendance  was  quite  remarkable.  Nothing 
but  an  emergency  call  kept  him  away. 

He  was  a  keen  but  sympathetic  sermon-taster.  He  loved , 
good  church  music.  He  liked  to  have  public  worship  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  beauty  of  holiness. 

With  all  the  intellectual  and  scientific  development  of 
modern  life  the  doctor  remained  delightfully  old-fashioned. 
He  was 


“As  the  greatest  only  are 
In  his  simplicity  sublime ”. 

The  demands  upon  him  were  so  great  that  he  was 
almost  a  stranger  to  leisure,  but  he  liked  nothing  better  than 
to  settle  down  with  a  good  book  in  the  atmosphere  of  the 
home.  He  loved  his  home:  he  was  devoted  to  his  family 
and- there  are  no  words  to  describe  their  loss.  They  know 
that  they  have  the  sincere  sympathy  of  a  multitude  of 
friends. 

There  seemed  so  much  for  our  brilliant  friend  to  do  and 
if  we  had,  to  think  of  death  as  a  termination,  our  grief  would 
be  inconsolable  but  we  may  be  sure  that  the  Great  Architect 
of  the  Universe  will  find  some  glorious  use  for  those  gifts 
which  the  Master  Mason  so  faithfully  devoted  to  the  service 
of  the  highest  in  this  life.”

T.  H.  Simpson,  K.C.,  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
and  Dr.  Gordon  Kelly,  W.M.  of  The  Lodge  of  Strict  Observ¬ 
ance,  A.F.&A.M. 

Committal  was  in  Hamilton  Cemetery. 
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He  was  a  kind,  wise  and  benevolent  leader.  Clear  eyed, 
he  always  looked  into  the  future  with  faith  and  hope.  He 
scorned  social  panaceas  conceived  in  haste  and  born  in  fear. 
His  voice  was  ever  heard  in  the  cause  of  the  emancipation 
of  man  by  enlightening  his  intelligence  and  thus  dispelling 
that  ignorance  which  enslaves  the  soul.  He  ever  recognized 
the  lesson  of  nature — the  strong  must  bear  the  burden  of 
the  weak,  and  the  sound  of  the  voice  that  is  still  will  instruct 
us  in  our  dreams  as  no  living  voice  ever  can.

Our  ranks  have  been  broken  again  by  the  death  of  Ill.'. 
Bro. ‘.Robert  John  A.  Curry,  who  died  with  startling  sudden¬ 
ness  on  October  29th,  1947  following  a  heart  attack.  He 
was  attending  a  Collegiate  rugby  game  with  his  wife  and 
daughter  and  had  a  seizure  in  the  grandstand  at  intermis¬ 
sion.  Taken  at  once  to  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital,  he  passed 
away  shortly  after  arrival. 

Robert  J.  A.  Curry,  only  son  of  the  late  Robert  and 
Susan  Curry,  was  born  in  the  City  of  Hamilton  on  November 
28th,  1888,  where  he  received  his  early  education  and  where, 
through  his  business  and  Masonic  activities,  he  became  one 
of  Hamilton’s  best  known  citizens. 

For  over  forty  years  Bro.  Curry  was  associated  with 
the  Steel  Company  of  Canada,  having  started  with  the 
Canada  Screw  Company  in  1905  and  at  the  time  of  his 
sudden  passing  he  was  Superintendent  of  Personnel  at  the 
Canada  Works.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  employees  of  his  Company  and  in  the  particular  phase 
of  accident  prevention  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  this 
work.  He  was  appointed  a  director  of  the  Wentworth 
Division,  Industrial  Accident  Prevention  Association  in 
1930  and  served  until  his  death,  having  filled  the  office  of 
Chairman  in  1932.  The  formation  of  the  Personnel  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Hamilton  in  1944  profited  greatly  from  his  guidance 
and  help.  He  was  one  of  the  original  directors  and  served 
until  his  death. 

He  had  been  a  member  of  Christ’s  Church  Cathedral 
since  boyhood  and  had  always  taken  an  active  part  in  the 
work  of  the  Church,  including  the  Sunday  School  and  the 
Young  People’s  Association  of  which  he  was  a  past  presi¬ 
dent.  He  served  as  Warden  during  the  years  1944-45  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Management  until  his  death. 

The  Hamilton  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  miss  an 
active  member,  Bro.  Curry  having  been  Chairman  of  the 
Fire  Losses  and  Insurance  Committee  and  also  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Safety  Committee  and  showing  interest  in  all  its 
civic  affairs. 
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Bro.  Curry  was  initiated  in  Freemasonry  in  St.  John’s 
Lodge  No.  40,  G.R.C.,  at  Hamilton  in  1910.  He  was  installed 
as  Worshipful  Master  of  his  mother  lodge  in  1923.  In  1937 
he  was  District  Secretary  of  Hamilton  Masonic  District  A. 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
honoured  him  with  an  appointment  as  Grand  Steward  in 
1938. 

He  was  exalted  in  Hiram  Chapter  No.  2,  R.A.M.,  at 
Hamilton  in  1912  and  later  affiliated  with  The  Hamilton 
Chapter  No.  175,  R.A.M. 

He  entered  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  at  Hamilton  in  1913,  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  in  1914  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  1920. 
He  served  as  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  his  Chapter  for  the 
years  1938  and  1939.  He  was  quite  active  in  a  number  of 
the  degrees  in  our  whole  series  and  also  acted  as  a  very 
thorough  and  capable  director  of  several  degree  casts. 
Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  honoured  Bro. 
Curry  by  conferring  on  him  the  degree  of  Honourary 
Inspector-General  33°  at  Hamilton  in  October  1942. 

His  wife,  formerly  Anne  Macdonald,  and  one  daughter, 
Heather,  survive.  Ill  .'.Bro. '.Curry  loved  his  home  and  to 
those  who  will  miss  him  most  we  extend  sincere  sympathy. 

Following  a  private  service  at  his  residence,  the  funeral 
service  was  held  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  at  Hamilton 
and  was  largely  attended  by  his  saddened  associates  and 
friends  of  the  business  and  fraternal  life  of  the  city.  The 
service  was  conducted  by  the  Very  Rev.  R.  H.  Waterman, 
B.A.,  D.D.,  of  Christ’s  Church  Cathedral  assisted  by  Rev. 
Lors  W.  Carlson,  B.A.,  of  Olivet  United  Church,  the  lesson 
being  read  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.'.P.'. 
Bro.'.D.  G.  Mcllwraith.  Interment  took  place  at  Woodland 
Cemetery.

Another  of  our  stalwarts  in  the  Masonic  life  of  this 
Province  has  passed  to  his  reward.  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Harry  Bran¬ 
son  Everard  33°,  died  at  Kelowna,  B.C.,  April  6th,  1948, 
after  a  somewhat  prolonged  illness. 

Bro.  Everard  was  born  at  Everton,  Lancashire,  Eng¬ 
land,  March  27th,  1873.  He  went  to  sea  at  an  early  age.  In 
November,  1888,  he  was  apprenticed  to  Johnson,  Bell  &  Co., 
ship  owners  of  Liverpool,  in  the  barque  “Spirit  of  Dawn”. 
He  served  in  various  lines  of  the  Merchant  Marine,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Allan  Line  and  Canadian  Pacific  steamers,  mainly 
as  Purser,  until  1907,  when  he  retired  and  took  up  residence 
in  Vancouver. 

In  1916  he  was  commissioned  in  the  Royal  Navy  as  a  sub¬ 
lieutenant,  and  proceeded  overseas  in  July  of  that  year.  He 
served  in  various  branches  of  the  Navy  including  M.  L’s., — 
trawlers — “Q”  ships,  and  in  September  1918  was  promoted 
to  command  of  M.  L’s.  On  February  18th  1919  he  was  dis¬ 
charged  as  medically  unfit  for  further  service  in  the  Navy. 

On  his  return  to  Canada  he  was  advised  to  locate  in  the 
Okanagan  Valley  for  health  reasons.  Making  his  home  in 
Kelowna  he  immediately  entered  into  the  business  life  of  the 
city  and  filled  various  secretarial  and  executive  positions  in 
and  around  Kelowna.  He  was  responsible  for  the  institution 
of  the  Sea  Cadet  Corps  at  Kelowna,  and  filled  various  offices 
in  connection  with  aquatic  sports  on  Okanagan  Lake.  One 
of  his  colleagues  paid  him  this  tribute : — “He  was  one  of  the 
best  sportsmen  I  have  ever  known ;  he  was  unselfish,  effi¬ 
cient  and  loyal  to  our  Club.” 

His  Masonic  history  is  equally  interesting  and  note¬ 
worthy. 

He  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  Lodge  Clyde  No. 
408,  Glasgow,  Scotland,  in  1903.  When  he  made  his  home 
in  Kelowna  he  affiliated  with  St.  George’s  Lodge  No.  41 
B.C.R.  and  after  filling  various  offices  was  elected  Wor¬ 
shipful  Master  in  1941. 

He  was  an  affiliated  member  of  Kelowna  Chapter  No. 
17  R.A.M.  and  was  elected  First  Principal  Z  in  December 
1928.  In  1933  he  was  appointed  Grand  Superintendent  of 
District  No.  3  which  office  he  filled  with  distinction. 
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Ill.’.Bro.’.Everard's  Scottish  Rite  record  is  equally 
noteworthy.  On  April  5th,  1929,  he  received  his  4°  in  Oka¬ 
nagan  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  ultimately  received  his  14° 
in  the  same  lodge. 

On  April  4th,  1931,  he  received  his  18°  in  Vancouver 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  on  November  30th,  1934,  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  32°  in  British  Columbia  Consistory  at  Vancouver. 
He  served  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection  as  T.  P.  G.  M. 
in  1935  and  was  a  charter  member  of  Moray  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  and  was  its  first  First  General. 

Bro.  Everard  was  keenly  interested  in  his  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry;  he  filled  the  various  offices  with  distinction  and 
as  recognition  of  the  good  work  he  had  done  he  was  awarded 
the  rank  of  Honourary  Inspector-General  33°  and  coroneted 
as  such  at  the  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council  held  at 
Calgary,  Alberta,  September  9th,  1947. 

Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Everard  was  married  in  1922  to  Mrs.  Edith 
Christina  Black,  widow  of  Davidson  Black  of  Fort  William, 
Ont.  His  widow,  three  step-sons  and  two  sisters  survive 
him. 


Harry,  as  he  was  affectionately  known  among  his  many 
friends,  was  one  of  God's  noblemen ;  a  particularly  lovable 
character;  one  whose  memory  will  long  remain.  One  of  his 
brethren  who  knew  him  best,  writes  of  him  as  follows : — 

“He  was  a  gallant  and  ardent  spirit,  abounding  in  en¬ 
thusiasm  ...  I  have  never  known  anyone  who  could  think 
of  so  many  ways  of  doing  the  kind,  generous  and  unselfish 
act.” 


Bro.  Everard's  funeral  was  held  at  Kelowna  on  April 
7th,  1948,  at  St.  Michael's  and  All  Angels’  Church;  Vener¬ 
able  D.  S.  Catchpole  officiating.  The  Masonic  services  were 
under  the  auspices  of  St.  George's  Lodge  No.  41  B.C.R. 

To  his  widow  and  other  members  of  his  family  as  well 
as  to  his  numerous  friends  we  extend  our  sincere  and  heart¬ 
felt  sympathies.

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ILL.*. BRO. ‘.WILLIAM  WENSLEY  KING  33° 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  I  have  to  report  the  passing  of 
Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.William  Wensley  King  33°,  Honourary  Inspector- 
General,  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominion  of  Can¬ 
ada,  on  April  8th,  1948. 

Our  late  brother  wTas  born  in  Midcllesborough,  England, 
on  September  4th,  1883,  and  came  to  Canada  with  his 
parents  at  an  early  age,  and  received  all  his  education  in 
Montreal.  Practically  the  whole  of  his  business  life  was 
associated  with  life  assurance  beginning  at  the  age  of 
sixteen  when  he  entered  the  service  of  the  Montreal  Agency 
of  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York.  From 
the  rank  of  junior  clerk,  he  occupied  various  progressive 
posts  until  1919  when  he  was  appointed  manager  for  the 
company  for  the  provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and 
Alberta.  Before  resigning  from  the  Mutual  Life  to  join  the 
Sun  Life  Assurance  Company  of  Canada  in  1923,  he  held 
the  post  of  joint  manager  for  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Ill.*. Bro. ‘.King’s  first  position  with  the  Sun  Life  was 
that  of  Assistant  Manager  in  one  of  the  Company’s  most 
important  branches  in  Montreal,  and  a  year  later  he  was 
called  upon  to  open  a  new  office  known  then  as  the  Montreal 
Uptown  Division.  This  was  later  to  become  the  Montreal 
Mount  Royal  Branch,  among  the  most  important  in  the 
company’s  world-wide  organization,  and  of  which  Ill.’. Bro. '. 
King  remained  manager  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  As  a 
capable  business  executive  and  a  loyal  and  trusted  colleague, 
he  was  very  highly  regarded  by  his  company,  and  his  out¬ 
standing  service  placed  him  in  the  forefront  of  the  mana¬ 
gerial  personnel.  His  active  interest  in  all  matters  pertain¬ 
ing  to  his  profession  secured  his  election  as  a  member  of  the 
Dominion  Executive  Committee  of  the  Life  Underwriters’ 
Association  of  Canada.  He  also  held  the  office  of  Vice- 
president  for  Ontario  of  the  Life  Underwriters’  Association 
of  Canada. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.King  joined  the  1st  Regiment  of  the  Can¬ 
adian  Grenadier  Guards  in  1912  as  a  Lieutenant  and  later 
became  Captain  and  Adjutant  (1915-17).  His  interest  in 
the  famous  regiment  was  maintained  throughout  the  years 
which  followed. 
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One  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.  King’s  interests  of  which  he  was  most 
proud  was  his  long  and  active  association  with  St.  Andrew’s 
United  Church,  Westmount,  where,  for  some  time  he  was 
president  of  the  congregation  and  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

Ill.'.Bro. '.King  was  intensely  interested  and  enthusi¬ 
astic  in  the  Masonic  Orders,  as  the  following  record  will 
show:  Was  initiated  in  Royal  Victoria  Lodge  No.  57,  Quebec 
Register,  in  April,  1909,  received  M.M.  Degree  in  October, 
1909.  While  in  Winnipeg  he  affiliated  with  Northern  Light 
Lodge,  1919  and  1920;  dimitted  when  moved  to  Toronto 
where  he  affiliated  with  Zetland  Lodge,  1921  and  1923  and 
dimitted  when  he  returned  to  Montreal.  He  served  through 
the  junior  offices  and  was  the  Wor.  Master  of  Royal 
Victoria  Lodge  in  1928. 

Appointed  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Quebec,  October,  1943,  to  October,  1944.  Royal 
Arch  Mason  in  Royal  Albert  Chapter  No.  8,  Quebec  Register, 
in  December  1912  and  was  elected  “Z”  of  the  Chapter,  1930. 
In  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  he  received  the  4°  in  Hochelaga  Grand 
Lodge  of  Perfection  in  October,  1917,  and  the  14°  in  Janu¬ 
ary,  1918.  When  in  Winnipeg,  Bethesda  Chapter  conferred 
the  18°  on  him  in  December,  1919. 

The  32°  was  received  in  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory, 
April,  1925.  He  was  Commander-in-Chief  from  January, 
1939,  to  January,  1942. 

In  the  Supreme  Council  he  was  coroneted  Inspector- 
General  33°  (Hon.)  October  3rd,  1944,  in  Windsor. 

Received  the  degrees  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in 
the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  April  29th,  1938. 

For  many  years  a  faithful  attendant  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  A.  &  A.S.R.  and  his  services  as  chairman  of 
the  Supervising  Committee  will  long  be  remembered. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  the  former  Muriel  Telfer,  a 
son  Wensley  of  Montreal,  and  a  daughter,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Marks 
of  Hamilton,  to  all  of  whom  we  tender  our  heartfelt 
sympathy.

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ILL.’.BRO.*. ALEXANDER  BURGESS  33° 

In  the  quiet  of  Sabbath  evening  April  18th,  1948,  our 
beloved  brother  Alexander  Burgess  33°  passed  suddenly  but 
peacefully  away. 

Born  at  Buckie  County  of  Banffshire,  Scotland,  October 
1st,  1878,  he  came  to  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  in  1899,  where 
he  had  been  a  continuous  resident,  and  leaves  a  record  of 
service  in  Church,  Freemasonry,  and  community  activities, 
seldom  equalled. 

For  several  years  after  arriving  in  Winnipeg  he  was 
Secretary  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Com¬ 
pany,  later  resigning  that  post  to  commence  an  insurance 
business  which  bears  his  name,  and  in  which  he  was  active 
until  he  passed  away. 

In  religion  he  was  a  Presbyterian,  later  affiliating  with 
the  United  Church  of  Canada.  He  was  ordained  an  elder  in 
1901  and  throughout  the  intervening  years  served  on  the 
Session,  Board  of  Managers,  and  in  many  other  capacities, 
for  many  years  he  was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Knox 
Church,  and  latterly  treasurer. 

In  Freemasonry,  he  was  initiated  in  Ancient  Landmark 
Lodge  No.  3,  G.R.M.,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  January  15th,  1917. 
Passed  March  26th,  1917.  Raised  to  the  Sublime  Degree  of 
Master  Mason,  April  23rd,  1917.  Receiving  the  4th  to  14th 
Degrees  in  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection,  November 
24th,  1919. 

The  Degrees  of  Rose  Croix  were  conferred  upon  him 
in  Bethesda  Chapter  Rose  Croix,  February  26th,  1920.  The 
Consistory  Degrees  were  conferred  upon  him  by  Manitoba 
Consistory,  November  19th,  1920. 

He  was  elected  Worshipful  Master  of  Ancient  Land¬ 
mark  Lodge  No.  3,  G.R.M.,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  1925,  Grand  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  1932,  which  office  he 
held  until  his  death.  Most  Wise  Sovereign,  Bethesda  Chap¬ 
ter  Rose  Croix,  1938-9.  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  in 
Manitoba  Consistory,  1945;  receiving  the  Honourary  33°  at 
Hamilton,  Ont.,  October  1st,  1945. 
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In  the  community  he  was  a  member  of  the  Winnipeg 
Rotary  Club  for  thirty-one  years,  taking  an  active  part  in 
the  activities  of  that  organization.  He  was  an  enthusiastic 
curler,  and  a  few  weeks  before  his  death,  was  elected  an 
Honourary  Life  Member  of  the  Strathcona  Curling  Club,  in 
token  of  their  appreciation  of  his  long  and  faithful  service 
to  the  club,  having  been  president  1933-1934,  and  secretary 
from  1934  until  1948. 

No  record  of  his  activities,  however,  can  adequately 
express  the  place  and  influence  of  Ill. *.Bro.\ Burgess  in  the 
varied  interests  of  his  life.  He  had  a  fine  capacity  for 
friendship,  and  those  who  enjoyed  that  relationship  most 
closely  valued  it  more  highly  with  the  passing  years.  He  gave 
himself  to  whatever  he  put  his  hand  to,  and  his  personality, 
with  all  its  treasure  of  sincerity  and  untiring  energy  became 
an  intrinsic  part  of  the  task.  He  came  to  our  Western  City 
when  it  was  comparatively  young,  facing  a  strange  land, 
and  strange  faces,  with  a  wealth  of  integrity  and  unflinch¬ 
ing  conviction  in  matters  of  right  and  wrong  which  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  an  outstanding  characteristic  of  his  life,  which 
he  built  into  the  city  and  its  institutions.  The  years  could 
not  mar  his  faith  in  God  and  his  fellow-men,  our  memories 
of  him  are  centered  in  the  unimpaired  freshness  of  his 
youthful  outlook,  his  ideals  and  determination;  and  we 
think  of  him  as  he  walked  amongst  us,  his  eyes  ever  turned 
to  the  future,  with  an  inspiring  hope  and  faith  expressed 
by  every  word  and  deed. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  in  Knox  United  Church 
on  Thursday  afternoon,  April  22nd,  where  a  large  congre¬ 
gation  gathered  to  pay  last  respects.  The  service  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  Rev.  E.  Crossley  Hunter,  D.D.,  assisted  by  Ill.*. 
Bro.hRev.  P.  T.  Pilkey,  D.D.,  33°,  and  interment  was  made 
in  Elmwood  Cemetery.  In  referring  to  Brother  Burgess, 
Dr.  Hunter  said : — “The  late  Alex.  Burgess  had  a  Christian 
philosophy  of  life  which  was  the  basis  of  his  quiet  disposi¬ 
tion  and  his  moral  courage  and  strength.  He  had  found  for 
himself  life’s  meaning  and  purpose  and  knew  where  its 
true  values  lay.  There  were  three  qualities  of  his  life  that 
always  and  everywhere  were  apparent.  His  quiet  disposi¬ 
tion  which  was  the  evidence  of  his  moral  strength ;  his  free¬ 
dom  from  all  assertiveness  and  superficial  aggressiveness. 
He  was  always  courteous,  considerate  and  patient.  His  were 
the  instincts  of  a  true  gentleman.  He  never  spoke  unkindly 
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of  another  and  carried  his  responsibilities  with  a  quiet  con¬ 
fidence.  Another  outstanding  virtue  was  his  absolute  in¬ 
tegrity.  Little  wonder  that  he  was  trusted  so  greatly  by  his 
fellowmen,  for  he  was  the  soul  of  honour.  His  word  was  his 
bond.  The  third  quality  was  his  willingness  and  joy  in 
serving  others,  with  the  passing  of  the  years  increasing 
duties  were  laid  upon  his  shoulders  in  business,  in  club,  and 
in  Church.  These  he  willingly  accepted  and  capably  ful¬ 
filled.  These  qualities  had  spiritual  roots.  Without  excep¬ 
tion  every  night  he  read  a  chapter  from  his  Bible,  indeed, 
the  Bible  was  at  his  bedside  when  his  soul  took  its  flight.  In 
quietness  and  in  confidence  was  his  strength ;  and  in  quiet¬ 
ness  and  in  confidence  was  his  passing.” 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  two  daughters,  one  son, 
and  one  grand-daughter. 

With  the  affection  of  those  who  knew  him  as  a  friend, 
with  the  respect  and  honour  of  those  who  appreciated  his 
work,  as  brethren  of  the  Mystic  Rite,  we  mourn  his  loss,  and 
extend  our  sympathy  to  his  widow,  and  the  bereaved  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  household.

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ILL.kBRO. ’.JAMES  SCROGGIE  33° 

In  the  early  hours  of  Tuesday,  May  11th,  1948,  in 
Shaughnessy  Military  Hospital,  Ill. *.Bro.\ James  Scroggie 
33°,  passed  peacefully  to  rest,  in  his  ninetieth  year.  His 
life  had  been  a  full,  useful,  and  honourable  one.  His  passing 
brings  not  grief  to  his  friends,  but  rather  the  feeling  that 
the  long  day,  worthily  spent,  has  come  to  a  peaceful  close. 

He  was  born  in  the  city  of  Aberdeen,  Scotland,  on 
March  17th,  1859,  and  arrived  in  Canada  with  his  parents 
on  November  1st,  1874.  His  home  was  in  the  city  of  Tor¬ 
onto  almost  continuously  from  that  date  until  June  1893. 
At  an  early  age  he  entered  the  private  banking  house  of 
R.  H.  Brett  and  on  reaching  21  years  of  age  became  a  part¬ 
ner  in  the  firm  and  so  remained  for  over  three  years,  during 
which  time  he  opened  a  branch  of  the  banking  business  in 
the  city  of  Montreal.  During  his  residence  in  Montreal  he 
was  initiated  into  Freemasonry  in  King  Solomon  Lodge  No. 
622,  G.R.,  Scotland.  At  that  time  three  Grand  Lodges  held 
jurisdiction  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  namely  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Quebec. 

On  returning  to  Toronto  he  affiliated  with  Ashlar 
Lodge  No.  247,  G.R.C.,  and  remained  a  member  thereof  until 
his  removal  to  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  in  1893, 
when  he  affiliated  with  Northern  Light  Lodge  No.  10, 
G.R.M,.  of  which  he  was  a  Life  Member. 

During  his  residence  in  Winnipeg,  Bro.  Scroggie  took 
an  active  part  in  educational  activities  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Winnipeg  Public  School  Board  for  eight  years,  and  his 
business  activities  as  manager  for  the  West  of  R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.  brought  him  into  touch  with  all  commercial  and  financial 
development  in  Western  Canada,  and  made  his  name  in  the 
business  community  a  well  known  reference. 

For  many  years  he  took  a  prominent  part  in  all  Masonic 
activities,  he  was  honoured  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba 
in  holding  many  of  the  junior  offices  of  Grand  Lodge,  and 
on  June  13th,  1907,  was  elected  the  M.W.  Grand  Master,  and 
served  the  Craft  with  much  distinction  during  his  term  of 
office.  He  possessed  all  the  qualities  to  make  him  pre¬ 
eminent  in  the  Craft,  a  fine  presence1,  well  modulated  voice, 
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strong  sympathies,  and  a  passion  for  Freemasonry,  he  could 
not  bear  that  any  brother  let  the  Craft  down,  in  the  Ritual¬ 
istic  work,  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  lodge,  and 
above  all  in  the  expression  of  the  spirit  of  the  Craft  he  was 
meticulous,  there  must  be  no  slacking. 

He  received  the  14th  Degree  of  the  Ancient  and  Accept¬ 
ed  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  on  June  9th,  1899,  in  Win¬ 
nipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Rose  Croix  Degrees  in 
Bethesda  Chapter  Rose  Croix,  December  19,  1902,  and  the 
Consistory  Degrees  in  Manitoba  Consistory  May  25th,  1904, 
and  on  October  24th,  1912,  Supreme  Council  honoured  him 
by  conferring  the  Honourary  33°  in  the  city  of  Hamilton, 
Ontario. 

He  served  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  as  T.'.P.*. 
G.*.M.\  1903-4,  and  Bethesda  Chapter  Rose  Croix  as  M.‘. 
W.’.S.k  1907-8.  These  high  offices  he  filled  with  great 
dignity  and  honour  to  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Freemasonry.

At  the  outbreak  of  the  first  Great  War,  having  been 
actively  an  officer  of  the  79th  Cameron  Highlanders  of 
Canada  for  several  years,  he  went  overseas  with  the  43rd 
Battalion  C.E.F.,  as  its  quartermaster  with  the  rank  of 
Captain,  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major  while 
Chief  Purchasing  Officer  for  the  Canadian  forces,  and  later 
was  awarded  the  permanent  rank  of  Lieut-Colonel  for 
special  services  rendered  as  Chief  Purchasing  Officer, 
Officer  in  charge  of  Costs,  Canadian  Embarkation  Officer, 
and  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Military  Dependants  Branch 
for  the  return  of  the  women  and  children  and  other  depend¬ 
ants  of  the  Canadian  Forces. 

When  demobilization  took  place  he  retired  to  Victoria, 
B.C.,  where  his  interests  remain,  in  fruit  farming  and  other 
business  activities  in  and  around  Victoria  and  Vancouver 
Island. 

In  religion  Bro.  Scroggie  was  a  staunch  Presbyterian, 
and  his  insistance  upon  the  strict  observance  of  the  letter 
of  the  law  expressed  in  his  life,  the  finer  qualities  of  his 
race,  loyalty,  integrity,  and  Christian  faith,  his  clear  cut 
and  temperate  expression  of  his  opinions,  gave  him  influ¬ 
ence  and  distinction  in  his  association  with  his  fellows. 
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Interment  was  made  in  Mountain  View  Cemetery, 
where  the  Masonic  Graveside  Ceremonies  were  conducted 
by  the  brethren  of  British  Columbia  who  with  the  brethren 
of  Manitoba  revere  his  memory. 

A  great  and  good  man  has  passed  this  way,  one  who 
fulfilled  the  injunction  of  the  ancient  Hebrew  Prophet.  “To 
do  justly,  love  mercy,  and  walk  humbly  with  thy  God.” 


ILL. \BRO.\ FREDERICK  WILLIAM  JOHNSON  33 
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ILL.‘.BRO.‘. FREDERICK  WILLIAM  JOHNSON  33° 

In  the  death  of  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.F.  William  Johnson,  the 
province  of  Nova  Scotia  in  particular,  and  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  in  general,  have  lost  a  prominent  business  executive 
and  a  loyal  citizen.  He  was  born  at  W.  Hampton,  England, 
December  30th,  1877,  and  died  at  his  home  at  Georgetown, 
Ont.,  May  15th,  1948. 

Ill. *.Bro. ‘.Johnson  came  to  Canada  in  1904  and  for 
seven  years  was  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Steamships.  He 
transferred  to  the  Northern  Electric  Company  in  1911,  and 
went  to  Toronto  as  credit  manager  in  1914. 

In  March  1916,  Bro.’. Johnson  answered  his  country’s 
call  and  enlisted  with  the  180th  Battalion  at  Toronto,  and 
was  transferred  to  Headquarters  in  London,  for  special  duty 
under  Brig.-General  J.  G.  Ross.  Commissioned  in  London 
Sept.  16th,  he  went  to  France  as  Field  Paymaster  with  the 
rank  of  Captain.  He  left  France,  Jan.,  1919,  and  served  as 
Demobilization  Officer  at  Bramshott  until  July,  1919;  re¬ 
ceiving  his  honourable  discharge  at  Halifax  in  August,  1919. 

Following  the  war  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Johnson  resumed  his  work 
with  the  Northern  Electric  Company  and  was  located  at 
Montreal  in  an  executive  capacity.  He  became  manager  of 
the  Maritime  District  of  the  company,  and  came  to  Halifax 
in  1925.  In  the  years  that  followed  he  developed  a  love  for 
Nova  Scotia  and  its  capital  and  identified  himself  enthusi¬ 
astically  with  their  life  and  activity.  In  church  and  com¬ 
munity  service,  in  club  and  fraternal  life,  in  sport  and  in 
business  he  was  an  outstanding  leader. 

His  capacity  for  organization  and  his  congenial  per¬ 
sonal  charm  made  him  constantly  in  demand  for  service  in 
a  variety  of  community  undertakings. 

Keenly  interested  in  radio  broadcasting,  Bro. ‘.Johnson 
was  responsible  for  the  establishment  of  the  pioneer  radio 
station  in  Halifax,  CHNS,  which  was  first  owned  by  the 
Northern  Electric  Co.,  and  operated  by  the  Halifax  County 
Radio  Association  of  which  he  was  first  president.  Of  a 
booklet  describing  his  “Lest  We  Forget”  program  on  Armi¬ 
stice  Day,  1924,  originating  in  Montreal,  current  news¬ 
papers  said,  “It  is  one  of  our  good  pieces  of  Canadian  Liter¬ 
ature  ;  it  should  have  a  place  in  every  home.” 
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Ill. \Bro.\ Johnson  was  particularly  interested  in  the 
Boy  Scout  movement,  having  been  one  of  the  originals  to 
start  the  Boy  Scout  association  on  the  Island  of  Montreal. 
In  1935  he  was  the  Campaign  Chairman  for  the  annual  drive 
for  funds  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia.  At  the  dinner 
held  at  the  close  of  the  drive  he  was  presented  with  the 
'Thanks  Badge”  in  recognition  of  his  services.  He  re¬ 
ferred  during  the  course  of  his  remarks  in  appreciation,  to 
the  fact  that  25  years  ago,  in  Montreal,  he  had  received  a 
similar  badge  from  Sir  Robert  Baden  Powell,  founder  of  the 
movement. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Johnson  gave  generously  of  his  time  and 
ability  to  Freemasonry.  He  was  initiated  in  St.  Andrews 
Lodge  No.  1  at  Halifax,  November  1st,  1927.  He  received 
his  14°  in  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  the  Valley  of 
Halifax,  October  26th,  1928;  his  18°  February  10th,  1930; 
in  Keith  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix;  and  32°  in  Nova  Scotia 
Consistory  April  17th,  1931.  Supreme  Council  coroneted 
him  Honourary  Inspector  General  33°  on  October  5th,  1943. 
For  two  years,  1935-1936  he  was  T.'.P.'.G.'.M.'.of  Victoria 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  was  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
Nova  Scotia  Consistory  1937-1939.  He  also  served  on 
various  important  committees,  and  will  be  particularly  re¬ 
membered  in  the  Rite  for  his  excellent  degree  work  and  as 
organizer  of  many  projects  that  continue  to  enhance  the 
effectiveness  of  our  Order. 

He  was  elected  to  membership  in  the  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  at  Halifax,  October 
18th,  1939,  and  was  made  its  Deputy  Grand  Marshal  in 
1943. 

Ill. '.Bro. ".Johnson  was  a  director  of  the  Dominion 
Sound  Equipment,  a  past  president  of  the  Halifax  Rotary 
Club  and  of  the  Halifax  Curling  Club,  a  member  of  the 
Studley  Quoit  Club,  the  Halifax  Club,  the  City  Club,  the 
Commercial  Club,  the  Wanderers  Athletic  Club,  and  Halifax 
Golf  and  Country  Club,  the  Nova  Scotia  Kennel  Club. 

In  religion  he  was  a  highly  valued  member  of  Fort 
Massey  United  Church  in  Halifax. 

Surviving  him  are  his  widow,  Ena,  Georgetown,  Ont., 
and  one  daughter,  Norma,  Mrs.  Wilfred  Stapley,  Ottawa. 
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The  funeral  service  was  held  at  the  McClure  Under¬ 
taking  Parlours,  Georgetown,  Monday  afternoon,  May  17th, 
1948.  Supreme  Council  was  represented  at  the  funeral  by 
Ill. ’.Bro.k Stuart  H.  Lees  38°,  Grand  Secretary-General; 
Ill. \Bro.\ John  H.  Cuddie  33°,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary- 
General;  Ill. ’.Bro.k Cecil  M.  Dent  33°,  Commander-in-Chief 
of  Moore  Consistory,  and  Ill. ’.Bro.k Charles  R.  Brown  33°, 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Hamilton  Scottish  Rite  Club,  of  which 
our  late  brother  was  a  member.  The  Acting  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  sent  as  his  personal  representative,  Ill.’. 
Bro.k  Louis  F.  Riggs  33°  who  was  accompanied  by  Ill.*. 
Bro.k  Ernest  J.  Call  33°  who  represented  the  Toronto 
Bodies.  Interment  was  made  in  the  beautiful  cemetery  at 
Georgetown. 

Thus  there  came  to  an  end  the  earthly  life  of  one  who 
will  be  remembered  for  his  culture,  enthusiasm  and  ami¬ 
ability.  His  life  may  be  summed  up  as  an  upright  and 
honest  man,  a  devoted  friend,  an  honoured  citizen,  and  a 
zealous  Mason.  His  passing  brings  deep  sorrow  to  an 
innumerable  company  of  friends.

On  Tuesday,  August  24th,  1948,  in  Gananoque,  there 
passed  to  his  rest  a  well-beloved  member  of  the  Craft,  one 
who  had  served  it  well  and  exemplified  its  teachings  in  many 
directions,  Ill. *.Bro.\ John  James  Davis,  M.D.,  33°  (Hon.). 
His  funeral  was  a  most  eloquent  testimony  of  the  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  alike  by  non-Mason  and  Mason,  both  from 
town  and  countryside,  by  those  to  whose  health  he  had  for 
over  forty  years  patiently,  gently  and  skilfully  ministered. 

Born  in  Toronto,  the  29th  May,  1875,  son  of  a  father,  T. 
G.  Davis,  who  himself  was  an  Honourary  Inspector-General, 
he  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  Collegiate 
of  London,  Ontario,  then  entered  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  of 
the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  graduated  as  a  doctor  in 
1897,  and  after  interning  at  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital,  settled  at 
Kent  Bridge,  Ontario,  where  he  practised  from  1897  to  1902. 

Then  the  surprising  thing  happened :  he  had  a  mind  to 
see  the  larger  world,  and  at  the  same  time  to  broaden  his 
knowledge  of  the  healing  art.  He  crossed  the  Atlantic,  took 
post-graduate  work  at  University  College,  London,  England, 
during  the  years  1903-1905,  received  the  Degrees  of 
M.R.C.S.  (England)  and  L.R.C.P.  (London),  then,  toward 
the  end  of  this  period  served  as  Ship’s  Surgeon  on  a  steamer 
sailing  to  Burma  and  the  Far  East. 

Then  came  his  life’s  work  at  Gananoque,  where  he 
established  his  practice  in  1907,  three  years  later  marrying 
a  lady  of  that  town,  Orma  Lena  Taylor,  a  union  blessed  by 
the  birth  of  a  son  and  daughter.  There  too,  for  all  those 
years  he  worshipped  in  St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church, 
was  long  an  elder  there  and  a  very  real  pillar  of  that  church. 

Bro.k Davis’  Masonic  activities  were  many:  while  living 
at  Kent  Bridge  he  was  initiated  into  Masonry  in  Tecumseh 
Lodge  No.  245,  G.R.C.,  and  became  W.M.  of  that  Lodge  in 
1902 ;  and  on  settling  in  Gananoque  he  affiliated  with  Leeds 
Lodge  No.  201,  G.R.C. 

In  Royal  Arch  Masonry  he  rendered  great  service; 
joining  McNabb  Chapter  R.A.M.,  No.  88,  Dresden  in  1899; 
he  affiliated  with  Leeds  Chapter  No.  132  in  1907,  was  its 
First  Principal  1915-1917,  and  finally,  in  1920  was  elected 
Grand  Superintendent  of  the  St.  Lawrence  District  No.  12. 
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His  first  contact  with  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  came  in  1919  in  the  Valley  of  Kingston,  where 
he  received  the  14° :  in  1920  he  was  advanced  to  the  18°  in 
the  Rose  of  Sharon  Chapter:  in  May  1922  he  received  the 
32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory:  in  1933  was  elected 
Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  the  Rose  of  Sharon  Chapter  and 
finally  was  coroneted  Inspector-General  33°  (Hon.)  on 
October  2nd  1934,  in  Montreal. 

These  bare  outlines  of  his  life  can  give  but  little  idea 
of  a  most  attractive  and  unselfish  personality  that  endeared 
him  to  all,  little  idea  of  a  devotion  to  the  community  that 
caused  him  to  labour  beyond  his  strength  through  the  long 
war  years.  One  final  touch  should  not  be  omitted, — the 
admirable  patience  with  which  he  bore  the  decline  in  his 
physical  strength  during  the  last  few  months  of  his  life.
